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PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT 

To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Queen’s  University. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  wish  to  submit  herewith  the  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
July  1,  1950  to  June  30,  1951. 

The  Board  suffered  the  loss  of  three  of  its  members  bv  death. 
Mr.  N.  B.  MacBostie  was  appointed  to  the  Board  in  1948.  He 
died  in  Ottawa  on  October  4,  1950.  An  able  engineer,  and  a 
public  minded  citizen,  he  served  his  University  with  great  de¬ 
votion  both  on  the  University  Council  and  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Dr.  J.  A.  Poison,  who  had  been  appointed  to  the  Trustee 
Board  in  1947,  died  in  Bronxville,  N.Y.,  on  November  3,  1950. 
He  was  highly  regarded  by  the  medical  men  in  New  York  and 
district,  and  felt  it  an  honour  to  work  for  the  interests  of  the 
University  in  his  capacity  as  trustee.  Dr.  R.  M.  Smith  died  in 
Toronto  on  November  17,  1950.  He  had  been  appointed  to  the 
Board  in  1937.  He  received  the  honorarv  decree  of  Doctor  of 
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Laws  in  1943.  He  won  an  enviable  reputation  as  a  highway 
engineer  and  he  did  much  to  encourage  and  to  help  young  en¬ 
gineers  in  the  early  years  of  their  professional  life.  These  three 
able  men  will  be  greatly  missed  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

The  elections  to  the  Board  have  been  as  follows.  At  the  May 
meeting  Dr.  J.  M.  Macdonnell  and  Dr.  J.  M.  Farrell  were  re¬ 
elected  chairman  and  vice-chairman  respectively.  Dr.  Donald 
Gordon,  president  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  was  elected 
as  a  new  member  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Dr. 
James  Poison.  Mr.  Elmer  Davis,  Dr.  Florence  S.  Dunlop  and 
Mr.  E.  C.  Gill  were  re-elected  for  four  years,  and  Mr.  M.  N. 


Hay  was  re-elected  for  three  years  to  represent  the  Faculty  of 
Applied  Science.  The  University  Council  elected  Mr.  R.  O. 
Campney,  M.P.,  parliamentary  assistant  to  the  Minister  of  Defence 
as  a  representative  of  the  Council  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr,  N.  B.  MacRostie,  and 
re-elected  Dr.  H.  G.  Bertram  for  a  three  year  term.  The  bene¬ 
factors  re-elected  Mr.  D.  K.  MacTavish  for  a  four  year  term  and 
Colonel  R.  D.  Harkness,  to  represent  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  for  a  three  year  term.  The  graduates  re-elected  Dr.  E 
A.  Collins  and  Dr.  Bryce  M.  Stewart  and  the  Theological  College 
re-appointed  Rev.  G.  A.  Brown  for  one  year. 

The  Staff 

The  Universitv  suffered  a  very  severe  loss  in  the  death  of 
Dr.  R.  G.  Trotter,  head  of  the  department  of  history,  which  took 
place  on  April  7,  1951.  Dr.  Trotter  was  a  great  scholar,  who 
enhanced  the  already  high  reputation  of  Queen's  University  in 
historical  research.  He  was  more.  He  was  a  great  gentleman. 
His  colleagues  on  the  staff  feel  his  loss  deeply.  He  has  left  a 
lasting  memory  on  this  institution. 

On  June  30th  Dr.  J.  F.  Logan  passed  away  after  a  long  and 
painful  illness  which  he  bore  with  great  courage  and  patience. 
He  had  already  retired  from  teaching  service  in  the  departments 
of  chemistrv  and  biochemistry  and  had  given  much  of  his  time 
to  problems  of  land  and  forest  conservation.  His  name  will  be 
associated  for  all  time  with  a  conservation  area  immediately  east 
of  Kingston.  He  leaves  a  grateful  memory. 

There  are  several  changes  that  have  taken  place  during  the 
year  under  review.  Dr.  H.  W.  Hilborn  has  come  from  Acadia 
University  to  take  the  headship  of  the  department  of  Spanish  left 
vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Professor  Brovedani,  whose  departure 
was  referred  to  in  the  last  annual  report.  Dr.  Hilborn  has  won 
a  reputation  as  a  scholar  and  a  teacher.  The  chair  in  bio¬ 
chemistry,  left  vacant  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Gordon  Sinclair,  has 
been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  J.  M.  R.  Beveridge,  who  has 
done  much  research  in  his  chosen  field,  and  has  qualified  in 
medicine  as  well.  Dr.  A.  W.  Jolliffe  was  appointed  professor 
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of  geology  at  Queen’s.  A  graduate  of  the  University,  he  has  had 
much  experience  on  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada,  and  latterly 
on  the  staff  of  McGill  University,  and  is  an  authority  on  the  Pre- 
Cambrian  geology  of  the  Yellowknife  area.  In  the  department  of 
English  Dr.  Wilhelmina  Gordon  and  Professor  James  Roy  came  to 
time  of  retirement.  They  had  served  the  University  for  many  years. 
Professor  Roy  was  known  for  his  books  and  for  his  lectures  which 
gave  pleasure  to  many  audiences;  Dr.  Gordon  for  a  biography 
of  her  father,  who  was  principal  of  Queen’s  University  from  1903 
to  1917.  In  their  places  there  were  appointed  Dr.  Malcolm  Ross 
as  professor,  and  Mr.  A.  G.  Whalley  as  assistant  professor.  Dr. 
Ross  was  the  holder  of  a  Guggenheim  fellowship.  He  had  been 
on  the  staff  of  the  University  of  Manitoba  and  had  made  a  place 
for  himself  in  teaching  and  in  scholarship.  Mr.  Whalley  had 
spent  two  years  in  study  at  the  University  of  London  after  having 
served  for  some  years  on  the  staff  of  Bishop’s  University.  Dr.  E. 
J.  Masoro  has  come  to  us  as  assistant  professor  in  physiology  from 
the  University  of  California;  Dr.  A.  E.  Scheidegger  as  lecturer 
in  physics  from  the  University  of  Toronto;  Dr.  G.  F.  Kipkie  as 
associate  professor  in  pathology  while  holding  a  hospital  position 
in  Kingston  General  Hospital  in  charge  of  laboratories;  Dr.  H 
E.  Gruber  from  Cornell  University  as  assistant  professor  in  psy¬ 
chology;  Dr.  Hans  Eichner  from  the  University  of  London  as 
assistant  professor  in  German;  Miss  L.  R.  Bowyer  as  assistant 
professor  in  psychology  from  the  University  of  Bristol,  and  a  large 
number  of  lecturers,  instructors  and  tutors.  Appointments  as 
clinical  assistants  were  given  as  well  to  sixty-six  medical  men  in 
Ottawa  who  are  associated  with  the  instruction  of  the  final  year 
medical  students  of  Queen’s  University  in  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hos¬ 
pital.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in  the  final  year  the  students  take 
half  of  their  year’s  work  in  Kingston  under  our  own  staff,  and  half 
in  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital  under  a  staff  which  is  given  honorary 
appointments  to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

The  University  is  now  settling  down  to  a  more  normal  routine 
than  has  been  experienced  since  the  beginning  of  the  last  war. 
The  numbers  of  students  are  manageable,  and  the  staff  has  the 
opportunity  to  do  better  teaching,  and  to  engage  as  well  in  a 
serious  way  in  investigations  and  research.  Only  in  relatively 
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few  cases  is  the  load  of  teaching  such  as  to  prohibit  independent 
study  and  investigations.  The  average  age  of  the  members  of 
the  staff  is  considerably  lower  than  it  was  fifteen  years  ago,  and 
there  is  —  or  should  be  —  the  vigour  and  enthusiasm  of  middle  age 
or  more  youthful  years.  There  will  always  be  a  controlling  factor 
in  the  wisdom  and  judgment  of  the  older  members.  But  vigour 
and  drive  are  needed,  and  for  these  qualities  one  must  rely  more 
particularly  on  the  younger  men  and  women. 

Three  members  of  staff  have  been  on  leave  during  the  year. 
Dr.  R.  O.  Earl  has  been  doing  research  work  in  botany  at  the 
University  of  Cambridge;  Professor  J.  W.  Brooks  has  been  work¬ 
ing  for  his  doctorate  at  the  University  of  Toronto;  Dr.  R.  G. 
Trotter  had  been  on  sick  leave.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  ob¬ 
taining  the  part  time  assistance  of  Mr.  E.  L.  Earl  of  the  Kingston 
Collegiate  and  Vocational  Institute  in  botany,  and  Mr.  Gordon 
Frazer  found  it  possible  to  carry  on  in  history  for  another  year. 
In  Professor  Brook’s  absence  the  other  members  of  the  staff  in 
civil  engineering  were  in  a  position  to  co-operate  to  carry  on  the 
work. 

Professor  W.  H.  Poole,  who  was  responsible  for  the  work  in 
marketing  in  the  School  of  Commerce,  left  to  accept  a  very  im¬ 
portant  position  in  business.  Mr.  Gelindo  de  Re,  who  is  on  the 
executive  staff  of  the  Empire  Life  Assurance  Company,  was  able 
to  give  assistance,  on  a  part  time  basis,  during  the  year,  and 
pending  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Poole. 

Two  resignations  from  the  staff  should  have  special  mention 
in  this  report.  Professor  J.  K.  Robertson’s  resignation  will  take 
place  only  in  the  end  of  September,  but  he  leaves  for  England 
before  the  year  now  under  report  is  ended.  He  has  given  almost 
forty  years  continuous  service  to  Queen’s  University,  in  these  later 
years  as  head  of  the  department  of  physics.  His  influence  as  a 
teacher,  as  a  scientist,  and  as  a  humanist  will  long  be  felt  at 
Queen’s,  among  staff  and  students  alike.  Dr.  John  D.  Hamilton 
leaves  at  the  end  of  June  to  take  the  headship  of  the  department 
of  pathology  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  During  his  six  years 
at  Queen’s  he  has  made  a  great  contribution  as  a  teacher  and  an 
investigator.  His  departure  is  greatly  regretted.

Professor  A.  V.  Corlett  has  been  named  the  chairman  of  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy  Committee  on  Edu¬ 
cation  for  the  mineral  industry.  Professor  J.  A.  Corry  was 
honoured  by  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  when  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  on  him.  Professor  K. 
Grant  Crawford  was  re-elected  an  alderman  of  the  City  of  Kings¬ 
ton.  Dr.  H.  W.  Curran  was  elected  a  member  of  the  municipal 
board  of  education.  Dr.  C.  A.  Curtis  was  re-elected  mayor  of  the 
City  of  Kingston.  Professor  C.  H.  Curtis  during  the  past  year 
served  as  chairman  of  two  conciliation  boards  appointed  by  the 
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Minister  of  Labour  for  Ontario  and  also  as  an  arbitrator  under 
the  auspices  of  the  American  Arbitration  Association.  Dr.  C. 
W.  E.  Danby  was  made  a  fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
of  Canada.  Dr.  A.  Vibert  Douglas  was  re-elected  a  member  of 
the  national  committee  for  Canada  of  the  International  Astro¬ 
nomical  Union.  During  the  summer  of  1950  she  lectured  on  the 
significance  of  science  in  the  world  of  today  to  the  Canadian  and 
European  delegates  at  the  International  Student  Service  seminar 
in  France.  The  following  tribute  to  Dr.  Douglas  from  a  Canadian 
delegate  to  the  tenth  conference  of  the  International  Federation 
of  University  Women,  held  in  Switzerland  in  the  summer  of  1950, 
should  be  recorded: 

“Canadian  women  could  not  help  rejoicing  over  the  wonderful  leader¬ 
ship  which  the  conference  enjoyed  in  the  president.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  mention  all  that  Dr.  Douglas  added  to  the  meetings, 
but  we  shall  all  remember  with  gratitude  and  pride  her  efficient  con¬ 
duct  of  the  business,  her  clear  and  pleasing  voice,  her  clear  insight, 
her  gracious  handling  of  some  of  the  difficult  situations,  and  her  un¬ 
failing  kindness  to  and  interest  in  everyone.” 

Professor  A.  Edinborough  was  appointed  bibliographical  corre¬ 
spondent  for  The  Shakespeare  Quarterhj  in  Canada.

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National  Defence  to  assist  in  the  preparation  of  the  Official  His¬ 
tory  of  the  Canadian  Army  in  the  Second  World  War.

He  also  served  as  adviser 
to  Mr.  S.  M.  31air,  who  acted  as  chief  engineer  in  the  recent

elected  a  councillor  of  the  Chemical  Institute  of  Canada.  Dr.  G. 
B.  Feed  was  re-appointed  chairman  of  the  Fisheries  Research  Board 
for  the  fourth  successive  year  and,  in  addition  to  membership  on 
other  committees  previously  noted,  is  a  member  of  the  U.S.,  U.K., 
Caaada  co-ordination  committee  of  the  Defence  Research  Board. 
He  was  elected  vice-president  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada.

He 
i:  also  a  member  of  panel  of  the  International  Corresponding 
Neurologists  of  the  Multiple  Sclerosis  Society. 

Salaries 

The  rapid  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  has  raised  at  Queen  s,  as 
elsewhere,  the  need  for  adequate  remuneration  to  meet  the  mere 
expense  of  living.  The  problem  for  the  trustees  was  all  the  more 
difficult  in  that  the  student  registration  is  decreasing,  and  will 
decrease  still  further  next  year.  Much  thought  was  given  to  the 
matter,  and  until  a  decision  could  be  reached  a  bonus  of  $10 
per  month  was  given  to  all  who  were  on  the  payroll  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  When  decisions  were  finally  reached  in  March,  it  was 
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agreed  that  the  teaching  staff  and  the  senior  administrative  staff 
should  receive  an  increase  of  $500  (absorbing  the  bonus)  as 
from  January  1,  1951,  with  the  exception  of  those  who  had  been 
appointed  in  the  last  year,  or  at  most,  in  the  last  two  years.  In 
these  cases  a  somewhat  smaller  increase  was  given.  Increases 
as  from  the  same  date  were  given  to  library  and  office  staffs.  The 
representatives  of  the  union  to  which  the  maintenance  staff 
belongs  negotiated  for  conditions  of  pay  and  work  for  that  staff 
with  the  Treasurer  and  the  Superintendent  of  Maintenance,  and 
their  recommendations  were  submitted  to  the  Board  for  decision 
The  Provincial  Government,  by  an  increased  grant,  assisted  in 
meeting  this  increased  expenditure,  which  in  total  amounted  to 
$147,000,  without  taking  into  account  regular  annual  increases  of 
approximately  $15,000.  It  was  felt,  in  common  with  other  uni¬ 
versities  in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  fees  would  have  to  be  increased 
beginning  with  the  1951-52  session,  but  by  as  small  amount  as 
was  consistent  with  maintaining,  if  possible,  a  balanced  budget. 

The  new  salary  scale  is  as  follows: 

Lecturer  .  $2,000  —  3,500 

Assistant  Professor  .  3,500  —  4,250 

Associate  Professor  .  4,250  —  5,000 

Professor  .  5,000  —  6,000* 

Head  of  Department  .  6,000  —  6,500* 

Deans  .  1,000  additional 

*  and  over  on  special  recommendation  in  individual  cases. 

These  levels  are  from  $800  to  $1,200  lower  than  those  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  as  put  into  effect  there  on  July  1,  1951. 
It  has  to  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  regular  increases  have 
been  given  year  by  year  at  Queen’s,  and  consequently  the  median 
salary  is  much  nearer  the  maximum  in  each  particular  grade  than 
in  the  University  of  Toronto.  In  any  case,  it  did  not  seem 
possible,  with  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  trustees,  to  go 
further  at  the  present  time.  Doubtless  there  will  be  further 
opportunities  to  deal  with  the  scale  in  the  light  of  circumstances 
as  they  may  arise. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen’s  University  decided  at  the 
May  meeting  in  1951  to  increase  student  fees  as  from  September 
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1951.  This  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  in  order  that  the 
increase  in  salaries  and  in  cost  of  equipment  and  materials  could 
be  met.  The  general  increase  was  approximately  15%  overall, 
with  certain  modifications  in  particular  cases.  It  was  considered 
inadvisable,  for  example,  to  increase  fees  for  graduate  studies  at 
the  present  time.  Other  universities  have  found  it  necessary  to 
increase  fees  by  at  least  the  amount  which  Queen’s  has  decided 
on,  and  in  some  universities  the  increase  is  considerably  greater. 
It  was  with  considerable  reluctance  that  this  action  was  taken, 
but  in  the  light  of  the  financial  situation  no  other  action  soemed 
possible.  It  is  hoped  that  a  reasonable  sum  can  be  set  aside  in 
order  that  students  in  financial  difficulties  may  be  assisted  by 
loans  or  bursaries. 

Fellowship  and  Scholarship  Awards 

Queen’s  University  students  have  been  fortunate  in  qualifying  for  awards 
this  year.  Some  of  the  major  awards  are:

Board  fellowship  of  $5000  a  year  for  three  years  for  advanced  research  in 
bacteriology.  Dr.  Wiggin  plans  to  work  in  Oxford,  England. 

Miss  Sadie  G.  Miller,  Honours  B.A.  (French)  ’27,  head  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  French  in  the  Fort  William  Collegiate  Institute  and  sessional 
lecturer  in  French  at  the  Lakehead  Technical  Institute,  has  been  awarded 
a  Department  of  Education  scholarship  valued  at  $1500  for  study  at  the 
University  of  Paris. 

Miss  Joyce  Hemlow,  Honours  B.A.  (English)  ’41,  M.A.  ’42,  and  E.  G. 
Berry,  Honours  B.A.  (Classics)  ’36,  M.A.  ’37,  have  been  awarded  Guggenheim 
fellowships  for  use  in  1951-52. 

Three  graduates  of  Queen’s  have  qualified  for  Canadian  Social  Science 
Research  Council  fellowships  of  $1000  to  $1200.  D.  J.  Daley,  B.Com.  ’43, 
Honours  B.A.  (Economics  and  Commerce)  ’46,  M.A.  ’48,  of  the  Economics 
Forecasting  Division  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce.  Mr.  Daly 
will  complete  his  doctoral  programme  at  the  University  of  Chicago  next 
session.  E.  T.  Sherwood,  Honours  B.A.  (English)  ’36.  Mr.  Sherwood  has 
already  completed  the  residence  requirements  for  the  Doctor’s  degree  at 
Chicago  and  he  is  now  in  South  Africa  preparing  a  thesis  on  a  section  of 
the  native  population.

Convocations  and  Special  Functions 

At  the  autumn  convocation  on  October  7,  1950  the  honorary 
degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  on  Mr.  F.  M.  Connell  of  Toronto, 
Dr.  A.  R.  Lord  of  Vancouver  and  the  Hon.  J.  J.  McCann,  minister 
of  national  revenue  in  the  Federal  Government.  Dr.  McCann 
replied  for  the  honorary  graduates  and  the  Principal  also  gave 
an  address. 
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On  May  19,  1951  two  convocations  were  held,  applied  science, 
and  commerce  and  administration  in  the  morning  and  theology, 
arts,  and  physical  and  health  education  in  the  afternoon.  253 
degrees  in  applied  science  and  43  in  commerce  and  administration 
were  conferred,  as  well  as  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  on  Sir 
James  Dunn  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Stirling,  and  the  honorary  degree  of 
D.Sc.  on  Mr.  W.  P.  Dobson  of  the  Hydro  Electric  Corporation 
of  Ontario  who  replied  for  the  honorary  degree  recipients  and 
addressed  the  graduating  classes.  In  the  afternoon  3  degrees  were 
conferred  in  theology,  279  in  arts  and  11  in  physical  and  health 
education.  The  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  was  conferred  on  Rev. 
A.  Ian  Burnett  of  Ottawa,  Rev.  James  A.  Lyttle  of  North  Bay  and 
Rev.  George  Telford  of  Oshawa,  and  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D. 
on  Mr.  W.  P.  Ferguson  of  Toronto,  Mrs.  R.  S.  McLaughlin  of 
Oshawa,  Mrs.  James  A.  Richardson  of  Winnipeg  and  Professor 
J.  K.  Robertson  of  Queen’s  University,  who  was  retiring  as  head 
of  the  physics  department  and  who  replied  for  all  the  honorary 
graduates. 

On  June  2nd  a  convocation  was  held  at  which  52  degrees  were 
conferred  in  medicine  and  7  in  nursing  science,  2  diplomas  in 
medical  radiology,  3  diplomas  in  public  health  nursing  and  1 
diploma  in  teaching  and  supervision.  The  honorary  degree  of 
LL.D.  was  conferred  on  Dr.  W.  J.  Knox  of  Kelowna,  B.C.  and 
on  Dr.  G.  D.  W.  Cameron,  deputy  minister  of  health  at  Ottawa, 
who  gave  the  address  to  the  graduating  class. 

On  the  evening  of  October  14th,  1950  a  dinner  wras  held  in 
the  Great  Hall  of  the  Students’  Memorial  Union,  at  which  the 
presentation  of  the  portraits  of  Dr.  R.  S.  McLaughlin  and  the 
Principal  was  made  to  the  University.  These  portraits  are  hung 
on  either  side  of  the  fireplace  at  the  north  end  of  the  hall.  The 
hall  was  officially  named  Wallace  Hall.  It  was  announced  at  the 
same  time  that  the  banquet  room  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
building  would  be  named  McLaughlin  Room.  Dr.  John  Orr, 
chairman  of  the  Students’  Memorial  Council,  presided  at  the 
function  and  introduced  the  Chancellor,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.  S.  McLaughlin  and  the  Principal,  all  of 
whom  spoke  briefly  in  connection  with  the  special  occasion. 
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Special  Lectures 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  Sir  Richard  Livingstone  as  the 
Chancellor  Dunning  Trust  lecturer  for  this  year.  He  gave  three 
lectures  on  the  general  theme:  Education  and  the  Spirit  of  the 
Age,  and  spoke  as  well  to  several  groups  of  students  and  others 
interested  in  education,  in  Kingston,  in  Toronto  and  in  Ottawa. 
He  gave  a  national  hookup  C.B.C.  broadcast  address  on  the  same 
subject.  Sir  Richard  is  listened  to  with  deep  interest  whenever 
he  speaks  on  education,  and  his  visit  meant  much  to  staff  and 
students  alike  at  Queen’s. 

The  Chancellor’s  lecturer  to  the  Queen’s  Theological  Alumni 
Conference  was  Dr.  John  T.  McNeill  of  Union  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  New  York.  His  subject  was  Major  Movements  in  Modern 
Christianity,  and  he  impressed  his  hearers  with  his  erudition  and 
his  sympathetic  understanding. 

The  Alma  Mater  lecture  was  given  by  Mr.  John  T.  Fisher, 
who  chose  as  his  subject,  Canada.  Mr.  Fisher  has  won  for  him¬ 
self  a  large  radio  audience,  and  his  observations  on  world  prob¬ 
lems  are  listened  to  with  more  than  usual  interest. 

Dr.  B.  K.  Sandwell  spoke  on  Population  Problems  to  the 
Aesculapian  Society  at  their  annual  dinner.  Our  former  rector  is 
always  a  welcome  guest  at  Queen’s,  and  his  words  are  character¬ 
ized  by  wit  and  sound  wisdom. 

The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  given  by  Dr.  G.  P.  Gilmour, 
vice-chancellor  and  president  of  McMaster  University.  He 
preached  with  much  acceptance  to  our  large  graduating  group, 
and  to  other  students  and  staff  who  were  fortunate  to  hear  him. 

The  Remembrance  Day  service  was  conducted  by  the  Uni¬ 
versity  Chaplain,  and  the  Principal  gave  the  address.  The  January- 
February  lecturers  and  their  subjects  were  as  follows:  Dr.  J.  E.

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Professor  Gilbert  Ryle,  University  of  Oxford,  gave  a  lecture 
on  Philosophy  and  Psychology  in  Convocation  Hall.

Public  Relations 

Over  a  year  ago  there  was  a  conference  at  Queen’s  University 
under  the  auspices  of  the  University  Council  on  the  matter  of 
public  relations.  It  was  felt  at  that  time  that  more  active  steps 
should  be  taken  to  maintain  good  public  relations  between  Queens 
University,  the  alumni  and  the  public  at  large.  When  possible, 
and  when  time  permitted,  the  Principal  or  some  other  member  of 
the  staff  had  visited  communities,  met  the  alumni  and  addressed 
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the  students  of  the  high  school,  and  otherwise  made  what  contacts 
were  available.  It  was  thought  that  a  more  systematic  programme 
should  be  set  up.  Mr.  J.  A.  Edmison  was  appointed  Assistant  to 
the  Principal  with  responsibility  for  endowment  and  public  re¬ 
lations;  Mr.  John  Chance  was  appointed  his  assistant;  and  Mr. 
D.  G.  Dewar  was  appointed  in  charge  of  publicity.  The  results 
are  making  themselves  felt.  The  newspapers  of  the  province  — 
and  far  outside  —  have  had  much  information  in  article  and  in 
picture  about  Queen’s  University.  Graduates  of  Queen’s  who  are 
teachers  in  Ontario  schools  met  for  luncheon  at  the  time  of  the 
Ontario  Educational  Association  gathering  in  Toronto  in  Easter 
week  to  hear  about  Queen’s  from  Dr.  Norman  Miller,  in  order 
to  encourage  them  to  advise  students  to  come  to  Queen’s.  A  film 
strip  has  been  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  schools  and  alumni 
gatherings  showing  scenes  taken  at  Queenn’s  University.  And 
invitations  to  address  meetings  come  in  in  numbers  beyond  the 
capacity  of  the  staff  to  meet.  There  is  every  expectation  that  this 
systematic  programme  will  give  results  not  only  in  warm  relation¬ 
ships  but  in  financial  returns  as  well.  For  Queen’s  will  continue 
to  need  the  assistance  that  alumni  and  friends  can  give.  It  is 
not  possible  to  carry  on  on  fees,  government  grants  and  interest 
on  investments  alone.  It  means  much  to  have  well  informed  and 
sympathetic  alumni.  It  means  much  to  have  generous-minded 
men  feeling  well  disposed  to  this  University  because  of  the  con¬ 
tribution  that  they  know  the  University  is  making  to  Canadian  life. 

The  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  has  adopted  a  plan  which 
may  have  far  reaching  significance.  There  has  been  appointed, 
as  advisory  committee  to  each  department,  a  committee  of  three 
engineers  or  scientists,  chosen  in  each  case  with  special  interest 
in  the  department  concerned.  While  two  of  the  three  in  each 
department  would  be  graduates  of  Queen’s,  the  third  will  have 
graduated  from  another  university.  The  advisory  committee  and 
the  staff  of  the  department  concerned  meet  for  consultation,  and 
out  of  that  consultation  valuable  hints  may  come  with  reference 
to  modification  of  courses,  and  other  matters  pertinent  to  the 
welfare  of  that  department.  The  chairman  of  the  combined  groups 
is  Mr.  Norman  F.  Tisdale  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  who  has 
shown  enthusiasm  in  developing  the  plan.  It  may  mean  much  in 
public  relations  at  Queen’s.  It  may  mean  much  in  keeping  the 
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departments  abreast  of  newer  developments,  newer  discoveries 
and  newer  inventions.  One  can  only  express  gratitude  to  those 
who  are  willing  to  give  of  their  time  in  this  way  for  the  benefit  of 
Queen’s  University.

Student  Life  and  Activities 

Veterans  who  served  in  the  last  war  are  now  a  minority  in 

the  student  body - not  more  than  600  in  a  student  population 

of  approximately  2300.  The  passing  of  the  veterans  has  changed 
the  atmosphere  of  student  life.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  young 
men  or  women  fresh  from  high  school  will  look  at  university  life 
in  the  same  way  as  those  who  have  gone  through  the  experiences 
of  war,  are  married,  and  have  children  growing  up.  It  is  good 
to  know  that  much  of  the  tradition  for  steadiness  and  application 
which  the  veterans  built  up  still  remains,  but  instructors  have  felt 
that  there  has  been  less  indication  of  hard  work  in  the  freshman 
year  than  they  had  seen  when  the  classes  were  made  up  mainly 
of  veterans.  This  criticism  does  not  apply  to  the  senior  years,  nor 
to  the  administrative  abilities  which  students  assume  in  connection 
with  their  extracurricular  activities.  But  when  the  whole  student 
body  is  once  more  the  direct  product  of  the  high  schools,  it  may 
be  necessary  to  see  to  it  that  somehow  there  be  a  leaven,  such  as 
the  veterans  have  provided  these  last  five  years,  to  leaven  the 
whole  lump  with  a  sense  of  dignity,  responsibility  and  maturity. 
It  is  much  to  ask  of  young  people,  full  of  enthusiasm  and  energy. 
But  it  is  a  training  for  life  that  universities  should  assist  in 
providing. 

There  have  been  constructive  efforts  by  the  students  in  the 
year  now  under  report.  Following  a  series  of  articles  in  Queens 
Journal  on  the  courses  and  the  teaching  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  a 
committee  of  students  was  set  up  to  explore  the  matter  further  with 
students  and  staff.  This  committee  issued  their  findings  in  the 
form  of  a  report,  which  is  constructive  and  helpful  to  staff  and 
students  alike.  If  and  when  the  recommendations  are  imple¬ 
mented,  a  very  considerably  greater  expenditure  in  providing 
additional  staff  would  have  to  be  called  for.  That  can  not  be 
done  under  present  conditions.  But  there  are  other  recommend- 
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ations  which  might  be  acted  on  without  much,  if  any,  additional 
expense.  It  is  helpful  to  find  that  students  are  giving  thought  to 
the  quality  of  their  own  education.  The  fact  can  never  be  lost 
sight  of,  of  course,  that  only  by  hard  work  and  application  can 
any  real  education,  whether  in  arts  or  in  the  professional  schools, 
be  won.  What  staff  and  curricula  do  is  to  stimulate  and  direct. 
It  is  the  student  who  determines  whether  he  will  acquire  a  liberal 
education. 

A  group  of  students  in  applied  science  made  an  investigation 
of  the  adequacy  of  the  lighting  in  classrooms  and  drafting  rooms 
and  laboratories  in  which  their  work  is  done.  They  have  pro¬ 
duced  a  very  useful  analysis,  which  will  be  helpful  in  determining 
what  should  be  done  to  meet  anv  deficiencies  which  mav  exist 
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at  the  present  time.  The  contrast  between  the  sharp  and  some¬ 
what  hard  lighting  that  fluorescent  lamps  now  provide  and  the 
duller  and  softer  lighting  of  the  ordinary  bulb  has  accentuated 
the  problem. 

The  degree  to  which  the  students'  paper  —  Queens  Journal 
—  should  be  independent  of  the  direction  of  the  Alma  Mater 
Society,  which  appoints  the  editor  and  underwrites  the  deficits, 
is  an  old  and  still  unsolved  problem.  It  has  come  up  again 
during  this  last  year,  and  the  executive  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society 
has  formulated  some  rules  for  guidance  in  this  delicate  matter.  It 
will  be  the  part  of  wisdom  not  to  place  restrictions  on  the  editorial 
policy  of  the  paper,  if  it  is  the  desire  to  develop  vigorous  and 
frank  opinion  on  the  campus.  That  at  least  has  been  the  con¬ 
sistent  attitude  of  the  Principal  of  the  University  to  the  Journal 
and  its  editor. 

The  Alma  Mater  Society  has  had  a  strong  and  wise  executive 
during  the  year.  They  have  been  hampered,  as  other  organizations 
have  been  hampered,  by  an  inadequacy  of  funds  for  their  needs, 
and  may  have  to  seek  additional  sources  of  revenue  if  the  services 
which  it  now  gives  to  the  students  are  to  be  continued.  For  the 
student  population  is  falling,  and  in  the  same  proportion  the 
revenues  are  decreasing.  The  cost  of  the  services  which  the  Alma 
Mater  Society  provides  does  not  decrease  in  the  same  ratio. 

As  I  have  noted  in  previous  reports,  the  functions  over  which 
the  student  officers  preside  are  carried  out  with  dignity  and  fine 
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taste.  One  feels  proud  of  the  way  in  which  our  students  conduct 
themselves  on  public  occasions.  One  need  have  no  concern  about 
the  place  that  they  will  occupy  when  they  take  up  their  life  work. 

The  University  Mission 

A  religious  mission  was  conducted  at  Queen’s  University  from 
Sunday,  January  7  to  Thursday,  January  11,  1951.  The  various 
Protestant  organizations  on  the  campus  —  The  Student  Christian 
Movement,  The  Intervarsity  Christian  Fellowship,  The  Canter¬ 
bury  Club  —  co-operated  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  University 
Chaplain  in  the  arranging  and  carrying  out  the  mission,  and  the 
faculty  of  the  Theological  College  and  the  theological  students 
gave  great  assistance.  We  were  particularly  fortunate  in  the 
missioners.  Rev.  David  Read,  chaplain  of  the  University  of  Edin¬ 
burgh,  flew  over  from  Scotland  to  lead  the  mission,  and  there 
were  associated  with  him  Provost  R.  S.  K.  Seeley  of  Trinity 
College,  Toronto,  President  A.  R.  B.  Moore  of  Victoria  University, 
Toronto,  Dr.  C.  P.  Martin  of  McGill  University  and  Miss  Muriel 
Jacobson  of  the  World  Student  Relief,  New  York.  Except  for  the 
Sunday  evening  meeting  in  Grant  Hall,  which  opened  the  mission, 
and  for  which  the  Principal  was  chairman,  the  meetings  were  all 
chaired  by  student  presidents  of  tha  faculty  societies.  The  meet¬ 
ings  were  well  attended,  and  the  contributions  that  were  made 
bv  Mr.  Read  and  his  eo-missioners  were  outstanding.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  religious  interest  was  quickened  in  the  University, 
and  the  student  religious  organizations  were  greatly  strengthened 
by  the  experience  of  these  four  days.  The  active  interest  of  Rev. 
Dr.  W.  J.  Gallagher,  the  secretarv  of  the  university  mission  or¬ 
ganization,  with  its  headquarters  in  Toronto,  meant  very  much 
for  the  success  of  the  whole  movement.  The  value  of  a  university 
chaplain  on  the  campus  is  demonstrated  at  all  times,  but  especially 
in  the  preparation  of  a  mission,  in  the  care  of  all  arrangements 
during  its  continuance,  and  in  the  capturing  afterwards  of  values 
which  may  have  permanent  significance  among  our  students. 
Students  are  definitely  interested  in  religion.  But  they  wish  to 
have  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the  problems  of  religion  openly 
and  frankly.  Such  discussion  periods,  as  arranged  bv  the  com¬ 
mittee,  were  among  the  most  helpful  aspects  of  the  mission. 
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We  are  especially  grateful  to  Mr.  Read  for  coming  across  the 
Atlantic  to  lead  the  discussions,  and  for  his  very  able  evening  ad¬ 
dresses.  And  grateful  thanks  are  due  as  well  to  Sir  Edward  Apple- 
ton,  Principal  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  for  arranging  that 
Mr.  Read  be  freed  from  his  duties  to  undertake  this  great  service 
for  us  at  Queen’s.  Another  link  has  been  forged  between  Queen’s 
University  and  its  foster  mother,  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

In  Appreciation 

It  would  be  ungracious  in  this,  my  last  report  to  the  Trustees 
as  Principal  of  Queen’s  University,  to  fail  to  express  my  grateful 
thanks  to  the  Trustees,  to  the  staff,  to  the  students  and  to  the 
alumni  for  affording  my  wife  and  myself  fifteen  very  happy  years 
in  service  to  Queen’s.  There  has  been  understanding,  and  co¬ 
operation,  and  enthusiasm  for  the  highest  interests  of  the  University 
and  of  education,  that  has  made  these  years  a  memorable  period 
in  our  lives.  One  cannot  help  feeling  that  there  must  be  some¬ 
thing  intrinsically  fine  about  Queen’s  to  foster  such  a  spirit  of  co¬ 
operative  loyalty.  Not  that  Queen’s  has  fully  attained.  There  is 
a  long  road  yet  to  travel.  But  there  is  something  of  the  atmosphere 
of  a  real  university  here;  and  for  that  all  Queen’s  people  are 
profoundly  grateful. 

It  would  be  a  task  beyond  my  power  to  speak  of  all  who 
have  helped  greatly  during  these  years.  Their  name  is  legion. 
I  shall  content  myself  with  a  word  of  thanks  to  one  who  retires 
when  I  do.  Miss  Anglin,  my  secretary,  has  helped  me  over  many 
difficulties.  I  want  her  to  know  that  her  wisdom  and  tact  have 
smoothed  the  wav  more  often  than  she  herself  realizes.  I  am 
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truly  grateful. 

It  will  be  a  real  pleasure  to  hand  over  the  reins  to  Dr.  W. 
A.  Mackintosh,  whom  the  Trustees  have  chosen  as  my  successor, 
and  whose  prestige  extends  far  and  wide.  Queen’s  will  be  in 
exceedingly  good  hands.

REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS 


The  number  of  students  registered  in  the  faculty  has  again 
declined  as  the  ex-service  students  graduate  at  the  end  of  their 
courses.  The  details  of  registration  statistics  will  be  found  in 
the  Registrar’s  report.  This  decline  in  the  number  of  students  is 
making  it  possible  to  organize  classes  more  effectively  and  im¬ 
prove  the  instruction.  It  has  been  found  possible  to  abandon  the 
large  classes  previously  held  in  Convocation  Hall  and  Grant  Hall. 

Each  year  there  are  retirements  from  the  staff.  Professor  J. 
K.  Robertson,  head  of  the  department  of  physics  and  the  senior 
member  of  the  Arts  Faculty,  is  retiring  after  40  years  of  service 
As  a  distinguished  scientist,  a  scholar  of  wide  and  humane  learn¬ 
ing  and  as  a  person  held  in  esteem  and  affection  by  his  colleagues 
and  students  alike,  he  will  be  greatly  missed. 

The  faculty  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  recent  death  of  Pro¬ 
fessor  R.  G.  Trotter  who  had  been  on  the  staff  since  1924  and 
held  the  Douglas  Chair  in  Canadian  and  Commonwealth  History. 
His  helpfulness  and  tolerance,  his  interest  in  his  students  and  his 
wide  scholarship  will  long  be  remembered. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  language  and  literature 
departments,  which  have  been  subject  to  great  changes  in  staff 
over  the  past  few  years,  have  now  been  re-built  and  their  com¬ 
petent  staffs  are  making  gratifying  progress  towards  strengthen¬ 
ing  these  vital  parts  of  the  work  of  the  faculty. 

As  in  recent  years,  there  is  a  marked  concentration  of  students 
in  psychology,  economics  and  political  science,  and  the  natural 
sciences.  However,  each  department  has  its  quota  of  good 
honours  students  and  the  requirements  of  the  curriculum  distribute 
them  fairly  well  over  the  several  departments. 

It  is  now  time  that  we  should  turn  renewed  attention  to 
some  simple  but  vital  standards.  No  student  should  be  awarded 
a  degree  who  cannot  express  himself  in  lucid,  unequivocal  and 
economical  English  even  though  distinction  is  beyond  the  reach 
of  many. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  students  managed  their 
affairs  competently  and  with  good  judgment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE  AND 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  Degree  Course 

The  registration  in  the  School  of  Commerce  continues  to  fall 
as  the  ex-service  men  reach  graduation  and  this  year  the  gradu¬ 
ating  class  was  between  50  and  60  as  compared  with  approximately 
80  last  year.  The  employment  enquiries  have  been  extremely 
active  and  we  have  been  unable  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  a 
number  of  employers. 

In  the  coming  year  we  move  on  to  the  third  year  of  the  new 
four-year  course  and  except  for  those  who  have  come  in  from 
other  institutions  or  for  some  reason  have  been  behind  in  their 
course,  we  will  not  next  year  have  a  graduating  class  in  the 
School  of  Commerce. 

We  have  endeavoured  to  strengthen  the  staff  of  the  school 
and  Mr.  R.  J.  Hand,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Manitoba 
and  the  University  of  Saskatchewan,  is  taking  over  the  instruction 
in  marketing  and  some  other  subjects  which  have  been  left  un¬ 
provided  for  by  the  resignation  of  Professor  Poole  a  year  ago. 

Courses  for  Chartered  Accountants 

In  the  correspondence  course  given  for  the  Institute  of  Char¬ 
tered  Accountants  of  Ontario  and  through  them  for  students  of  a 
number  of  the  other  provincial  institutes,  the  registration  has  been 
well  maintained.  There  are  1417  students  as  compared  with  1413 
in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  new  students  (352)  is 
somewhat  lower  than  last  year  (381). 

In  co-operation  with  the  institute  we  are  proceeding  to  a 
comprehensive  revision  of  this  entire  course  which  will,  it  is  hoped, 
be  accomplished  over  a  period  of  five  years.  Great  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  supervision  of  instructors  and  in  the  service 
given  to  students.  The  work  of  Mr.  W.  G.  Leonard,  F.C.A.,  who 
last  year  became  director  of  professional  courses  in  the  school 
has  been  the  decisive  influence  in  the  satisfactory  results. 
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Courses  in  Banking 

In  the  last  few  years  registrations  in  the  fellows’  course  in 
banking,  conducted  by  the  University  for  the  Canadian  Bankers’ 
Association,  have  been  at  unsatisfactorily  low  levels.  The  great 
increase  in  the  temporary  employment  of  women  in  banks  has 
probably  reduced  the  number  of  prospects.  New  registrations 
(which  cover  two  years’  tuition)  numbered  86  last  year  as  against 
81  in  the  previous  year.  Others  active  in  the  course  under  their 
original  registration  or  by  re-registration  number  212. 

The  work  of  revising  the  instruction  material  is  proceeding 
and  it  is  hoped  to  issue  the  new  text  book  in  Practical  Banking 
in  the  near  future. 

At  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  University  for  asso¬ 
ciates’  and  fellows’  diplomas  in  June  1950  and  January  1951,  2091 
papers  were  written.  One  hundred  and  fourteen  candidates 
qualified  as  associates  and  twenty-seven  as  fellows.  In  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  the  comparable  figures  were  133  and  37. 

Courses  for  the  Society  of  Industrial  and  Cost  Accountants 

Courses  in  elementary  and  advanced  accounting  have  been 
given  by  correspondence  for  the  society  since  1943.  The  num¬ 
bers  in  the  two  courses  130  and  65  are  moderately  higher  than 
last  year. 

Courses  for  the  Association  of  Ontario  Trust  Companies 

These  correspondence  courses  which  lead  to  a  certificate 
awarded  on  examinations  conducted  by  the  University  have  been 
in  operation  since  1946.  They  cover  six  subjects  which  are  studied 
over  a  period  of  two  years.  It  has  been  difficult  in  this  limited 
field  to  keep  the  registration  at  an  adequate  level  and  the  total 
number  of  registrations  this  year  ( 139 )  is  again  lower  than  the 
number  for  last  year  ( 182 ) . 

Department  of  Industrial  Relations 

The  usual  instruction  was  given  to  students  in  the  School  of 
Commerce,  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science.  In  addition,  a  series  of  twelve  lectures  was  given  to 
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final-year  students  in  the  School  of  Nursing.  The  number  of 
students  in  the  professional  course  in  industrial  relations  in¬ 
creased  to  19  as  compared  with  17  in  1949-50.  Students  in  this 
course  completed  their  under-graduate  work  at  the  following 


institutions:

Three  graduates  are  working  towards  the  Master’s  degree. 

Graduates  from  the  professional  course  had  little  difficulty 
in  finding  suitable  employment  at  satisfactory  salaries. 

Newsletters  summarizing  recent  developments  were  sent  out 
at  irregular  intervals  throughout  the  year.  A  research  bulletin 
(The  Conciliation  and  Arbitration  of  Labour  Disputes  in  Canada ), 
first  published  in  1949,  was  re-printed  because  of  unusual  demand. 

Professors  Cameron  and  Curtis  acted  as  arbitrators  on  a 
number  of  labour  disputes. 

The  Institute  of  Local  Government 

During  the  year  six  mimeographed  surveys  were  issued  by 
the  institute  dealing  with  special  problems  of  concern  to  Ontario 
municipalities  and  an  extensive  report  on  municipal  boundary 
adjustments  was  prepared  for  the  City  of  Kingston. 

The  institute  continued  to  act  as  the  secretariat  for  the 
Ontario  Municipal  Association  (composed  of  261  municipalities) 
and  for  the  Municipal  Clerks’  and  Finance  Officers’  Association 
of  Ontario  and  organized  the  annual  three-day  conference  of  each. 
Assistance  was  also  given  at  two  county  municipal  conferences 
and  at  the  provincial  recreation  directors’  course. 


General 

Mr.  W.  G.  Leonard  has  assumed  the  major  burden  of  the 
work  of  the  correspondence  courses  and  has  carried  it  on  most 
efficiently.  I  am  very  grateful  also  to  Mrs.  Bentley  and  Mrs. 
Keenan  and  the  others  on  the  office  staff  for  their  cheerful  and 
intelligent  help.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  APPLIED  SCIENCE 


The  academic  year  1950-51  has  been  a  satisfactory  and  cer¬ 
tainly  a  very  busy  one  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science. 

The  numbers  have  dropped  so  the  total  registration  is  slightly 
over  800.  We  anticipate  a  further  decrease  next  year  since  this 
spring  the  last  of  the  large  post-war  classes  will  graduate  and  in 
their  place  we  shall  have  an  incoming  year  which  will  be  50 
or  60  fewer  in  numbers. 

The  present  freshman  year  —  “1954”  —  numbered  201  last 
October.  The  second  year  is  144  of  whom  56  intend  entering 
the  option  leading  to  mining,  chemistry,  metallurgy,  geology  or 
chemical  engineering,  and  88  expect  to  go  into  civil,  electrical, 
mechanical  engineering  or  physics.  The  third  year  strength  is 
176  distributed  in  the  following  manner:  mining  12,  metallurgy 
9,  geology  10,  chemistry  4,  chemical  engineering  29,  civil  29, 
electrical  31,  mechanical  34,  physics  17.  In  the  fourth  year  are 
254  divided  into:  mining  11,  metallurgy  14,  chemistry  12,  geology 
13,  chemical  engineering  33,  civil  55,  electrical  47,  mechanical  56 
and  physics  13. 

There  are  32  graduate  students  working  in  the  following 
fields:  chemistry  5,  geology  10,  chemical  engineering  5,  metal¬ 
lurgy  1,  mechanical  engineering  6,  electrical  1,  civil  1,  physics  3. 

Staff  and  Courses 

Professor  A.  W.  Jolliffe  joined  the  department  of  geological 
sciences  last  September.  He  will  carry  on  the  work  in  Pre- 
Cambrian  Geology  which  was  formerly  the  field  of  Professor 
Bruce.  In  mechanical  engineering  Mr.  W.  B.  Rice  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  associate  professor.  Mr.  J.  Klassen  has  taken  for  the 
current  session  the  position  of  special  lecturer  in  chemical  engineer¬ 
ing.  Professor  R.  A.  Low,  for  many  years  in  charge  of  surveying 
and  highway  engineering,  was  last  autumn  appointed  to  a  position 
with  Trans-Canada  Highways  and  required  to  leave  at  once.. 
To  carry  on  the  work  in  highways  a  panel  of  visiting  lecturers 
was  arranged  under  consultation  with  some  of  our  graduates 
particularly  interested  in  highway  work.  Through  their  efforts 
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lectures  were  given  by  the  following  engineers,  each  specially 
qualified  in  his  particular  field:  W.  A.  Clarke,  F.  C.  Brownridge, 
W.  Q.  Macnee  and  T.  C.  Muir  of  Toronto,  M.  M.  Davis  of 
Chatham,  Hardy  Main  of  Stratford  and  Geo.  Grant  of  Ottawa, 
who  dealt  generally  with  highway  construction  and  maintenance. 
A.  D.  McGinnis  of  Kingston  lectured  on  construction  methods, 
Dr.  N.  W.  McLeod  of  Imperial  Oil  spoke  on  bituminous  mixtures, 
and  D.  O.  Robinson,  chief  engineer  of  Canada  Cement,  dealt 
with  concrete  pavements.  W.  C.  Miller,  city  engineer  of  St. 
Thomas,  lectured  on  city  streets  which  have  problems  peculiar 
to  themselves.  This  work  was  planned,  organized  and  directed 
by  Mr.  John  Walter  of  Toronto.  The  series  was  successful  beyond 
our  most  optimistic  anticipation,  and  the  reception  by  the  students 
was  very  enthusiastic.  The  fact  that  each  lecturer  supplied  notes 
of  his  talk  rather  set  them  above  the  usual  performance  of  the 
regular  staff. 

On  behalf  of  the  faculty  I  should  like  to  record  our  deep 
appreciation  to  these  gentlemen  who  so  generously  gave  of  their 
time  and  effort  to  help  us.  Especially  I  should  like  to  mention 
Mr.  J.  D.  Miller,  deputy  minister  of  highways,  who  gave  us 
invaluable  assistance,  and  Mr.  John  Walter,  engineer  of  tests, 
who  worked  out  and  administered  the  details  for  the  series. 

The  revised  course  of  study  for  the  second  year  was  put 
into  effect  during  the  past  session.  Economics  was  introduced 
for  the  first  time.  Under  Professor  Malcolm  Urquhart  this  new 
class  was  a  distinct  success.  The  comments  about  it  from  the 
students  themselves  were  very  favourable. 

Advisory  Council 

The  Advisory  Council  for  Engineering  whose  formation  was 
approved  by  the  University  Council  last  May,  held  its  first  meet¬ 
ing  on  March  16  and  17.  All  but  three  of  the  twenty-two 
members  were  able  to  attend.  The  formal  report  to  the  Council 
will  be  given  by  N.  F.  Tisdale,  the  general  chairman,  so  I  shall 
merely  outline  the  program.  The  first  day  was  spent  largely  in 
talks  between  the  departmental  committees  and  the  departmental 
staffs.  The  results  of  these  meetings  were  summarized  in  a 
meeting  of  the  whole  on  the  morning  of  Saturday  the  17th. 
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Later  these  will  be  formally  presented  to  Council.  Speaking  as 
one  of  the  staff  and  a  most  interested  observer,  I  believe  that 
the  meeting  was  an  outstanding  success.  Each  of  the  men  com¬ 
posing  this  council  is  outstanding  in  his  profession  and,  needless 
to  say,  is  extremely  busy.  Yet  spade  work  of  the  most  careful 
and  extensive  character  had  been  done  by  each  of  the  groups  in 
preparation  for  this  meeting.  No  time  was  lost  in  getting  down 
to  serious  discussion.  The  conclusions  reached  seemed  to  us  on 
the  staff  to  be  sound,  very  fair,  and  of  the  utmost  value  to  the 
work  of  the  faculty. 

On  behalf  of  our  staff,  we  would  like  to  record  our  deep 
gratitude  to  each  of  these  gentlemen  for  the  thought  and  work 
they  have  expended  on  this  matter  and  for  the  sound  advice  they 
have  given.  Quite  apart  from  the  formal  object  of  the  meeting,  we 
felt  it  a  great  and  unusual  privilege  to  have  some  one  to  whom 
we  could  talk  freely  about  our  departmental  problems  and  who 
was  interested  in  them. 

This  plan  is  the  result  of  the  thinking  and  experience  of 
N.  F.  Tisdale,  B.Sc.  T9,  chief  engineer  of  the  Molybdenum  Cor¬ 
poration.  The  success  of  the  meeting  is  due  to  his  indefatigable 
efforts  both  before  and  during  the  meeting.  We  are  deeply 
grateful  to  him  for  all  he  has  done  and  we  are  convinced  that 
this  advisory  council  has  a  great  future  ahead  of  it  which  we 
had  not  perceived  at  its  inception. 

Student  Activities 

Student  affairs  have  been  carried  on  smoothly  and  efficiently 
by  the  various  ‘"year”  executives  and  the  Engineering  Society. 
Under  the  wise  and  firm  leadership  of  the  president,  R.  F. 
Wheelan,  and  his  supporting  officers,  among  whom  should  be 
mentioned  specially  the  secretary,  L.  J.  Ingolfsrud,  the  student 
affairs  were  very  capably  handled.  To  these  gentlemen  I  am 
personally  indebted  for  wise  advice  and  competent  action  in  many 
instances  when  I  needed  such  aid.  It  has  been  a  great  pleasure 
to  work  with  them. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  Engineering  Society  is  the  commencement  of  the  new  build¬ 
ing  for  housing  the  Technical  Supplies  book  store.  This  organiza- 
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tion  was  set  up  by  the  Engineering  Society  in  1909  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Mr.  K.  S.  Clarke,  B.Sc.  10,  when  ink  and  drafting 
paper  and  a  few  such  supplies  were  sold.  It,  like  many  other 
such  concerns,  experienced  very  difficult  times,  but  under  the 
careful  guidance,  first  of  Prof.  G.  J.  MacKay  and  later  Dean  A. 
yL.  Clark,  it  grew  into  a  sound  and  healthy  business,  serving  the 
students  and  staff  of  the  whole  University.  Of  late  years  its  home 
in  the  Old  Mill  became  more  and  more  unsafe  in  view  of  fire 
and  it  was  decided  to  build  a  new  fireproof  building  to  house  the 
business.  The  Old  Mill  was  torn  down  last  November  and  con¬ 
struction  on  the  new  building,  fittingly  named  by  the  Engineering 
Society  Clark  Hall,  was  started  in  December.  It  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  August  1st  next.  It  will  be 
a  two  storey  stone  building  about  40  x  70  with  the  long  dimension 
north  and  south.  In  the  lower  floor  will  be  the  Tecnical  Supplies 
store  with  entrances  on  the  east  and  north  sides.  The  second 
storey,  entered  by  a  door  at  the  south  end  of  the  building,  will 
contain  a  meeting  room  for  science  students,  several  offices  for 
student  affairs,  study  room  and  a  room  for  the  Wireless  Club. 
The  architects  are  Drever  and  Smith  whose  work  on  the  Union 
is  known  to  all.  The  contractor  is  Sullivan  and  Son.  This 
building  represents  the  careful  savings  of  the  Technical  Supplies 
for  over  forty  years  and  is  a  gift  to  the  University  by  the  En¬ 
gineering  Society. 

Another  function  of  the  University  which  has  been  financed 
by  the  Engineering  Society  is  the  Employment  Service.  Its  task 
this  year  is  not  so  much  finding  jobs  for  the  students  as  finding 
men  to  fill  the  jobs.  The  demand  for  technically  trained  men 
exceeds  anything  we  have  encountered  before.  So  far  as  one  can 
judge,  it  seems  that  this  will  continue,  for  now  many  companies 
who  have  never  employed  engineers  before,  find,  after  getting 
the  first  one,  that  they  can  profitably  use  more  and  the  demand 
builds  up.  Certainly  in  the  near  future  the  demand  will  greatly 
exceed  the  supply,  because  the  numbers  entering  engineering 
from  the  schools  are  strictly  limited.

The  pressure  for  admission  to  the  study  of  medicine  con¬ 
tinues,  not  only  at  Queen’s,  but  in  all  good  schools  on  the  North 
American  continent.  The  committee  on  admissions  spends  about 
three  weeks  in  screening  applicants,  and  very  few  who  are 
accepted  fail  to  graduate. 

The  senior  classes  are  now  made  up  chiefly  of  veterans,  whose 
maturity  and  sober  attention  to  professional  studies  have  been 
stimulating  to  the  staff,  and  have  set  the  tempo  for  all  campus 
activities. 

Changes  in  Staff 

Dr.  J.  F.  Logan,  associate  professor  of  chemistry,  resigned 
after  twenty-five  years  of  service  to  the  medical  school.  His  tall 
figure  and  kindly  smile  are  missed  on  the  medical  quadrangle,  and 
generations  of  students  who  called  him  “Joe”  will  remember  his 
efforts  to  pull  the  best  out  of  them  in  the  organic  and  biochemical 
laboratories. 
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Dr.  J.  M.  R.  Beveridge,  the  new  Craine  Professor  of  Bio¬ 
chemistry,  has  brought  vigorous  activity  in  research  and  teaching, 
and  his  students  praise  him.  Dr.  E.  J.  Masoro,  newly  appointed 
assistant  professor  of  physiology,  has  proven  to  be  a  stimulating 
and  popular  teacher. 

On  completion  of  a  year's  leave  of  absence,  Dr.  C.  R. 
McLean,  associate  professor  of  pathology,  was  offered  the  post 
of  pathologist-in-ehief  at  the  Toronto  Western  Hospital,  which 
he  accepted.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by  Dr.  G.  F.  Kipkie,  who 
had  ten  years  of  training  in  pathology  since  graduating  from 
Queen's.  Dr.  Kipkie  is  also  director  of  the  laboratories  at  the 
Kingston  General  Hospital.  The  department  of  pathology  was 
further  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  F.  F.  Howatt, 
pathologist  to  the  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital,  as  lecturer. 

In  March,  great  dismay  followed  the  resignation  of  Dr.  John 
D.  Hamilton,  professor  of  pathology.  Dr.  Hamilton  was  offered 
the  chair  at  Toronto,  an  appointment  which  his  friends  at 
Queen’s  had  regarded  as  inevitable.  He  had,  in  five  years,  made 
pathology  a  vital  clinical  and  experimental  science  in  the 
Richardson  Laboratory,  and  had  established  a  centre  for 
graduate  teaching  which  has  raised  the  prestige  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  and  the  General  Hospital  to  the  equal  of  any  in  Canada. 
It  is  a  great  compliment  to  Queen’s  that  he  should  be  chosen 
to  occupy  the  premier  post  in  this  country. 

The  erection  of  the  new  Angada  Children’s  Hospital  at 
the  Kingston  General  Hospital  will  increase  the  facilities  for 
teaching  paediatrics,  and  has  laid  an  obligation  on  the  Uni¬ 
versity  to  expand  the  teaching  programme.  The  Atkinson  Found¬ 
ation  made  a  very  generous  grant  of  $50,000.00  to  assist  the 
medical  school  in  initiating  this  broad  paediatric  service.  It  is 
planned  that  Dr.  MacGregor  will  give  up  his  medical  practice 
to  become  full  time  professor  of  paediatrics,  with  privileges  of 
consultation,  and  that  new  appointments  will  be  made  to  his 
staff.  Already  Dr.  F.  J.  O’Connor,  Jr.,  chief  of  the  service  in  the 
Hotel  Dieu,  has  been  made  clinical  assistant,  arid  conducts  clinics 
at  that  hosipital.  The  Atkinson  gift  will  maintain  the  department 
for  five  years,  after  which  the  University  must  assume  full 
obligation. 
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Student  Activities 

The  Aesculapian  Society,  under  the  presidency  of  Howard 
Shibley  Sexsmith,  B.A.,  has  exercised  good  judgment  in  the  con¬ 
trol  of  all  student  activities,  so  that  student  government  is  highly 
regarded  by  the  staff.  The  society  conducted  a  series  of  open 
meetings  at  which  guest  speakers  addressed  staff  and  students. 
The  speakers  who  came  to  Queen’s  expressly  for  the  purpose 
were  Dr.  A.  J.  Cipriani,  assistant  director,  biology  and  health 
radiation  division,  National  Research  Council,  Chalk  River,  On¬ 
tario;  Dr.  O.  H.  Warwick,  executive  director,  The  National 
Cancer  Institute  of  Canada;  and  Dr.  J.  L.  Litttle,  Guelph,  Ontario. 

Post-Graduate  Course 

The  autumn  post-graduate  course  was  held  in  September, 
with  the  following  visiting  lecturers:  Medicine,  Dr.  Lewis  D. 
Stevenson  (Meds.  T6),  professor  of  clinical  medicine  at  Cornell 
University;  Dr.  John  Lansbury  (Meds.  ’26),  associate  professor 
of  medicine  at  Temple  University,  Philadelphia;  Dr.  J.  E 
Plunkett,  Dr.  Sam  Mirsky,  Dr.  T.  L.  Fisher  and  Dr.  R.  A.  Starrs 
of  the  department  of  medicine,  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital;  Ob¬ 
stetrics  and  Gynaecology,  Dr.  Nicholson  j.  Eastman,  professor 
of  obstetrics  at  Johns  Hopkins  University;  and  Dr.  John  L 
McKelvey  (Meds.  ’26),  professor  and  head  of  the  department  of 
obstetrics  and  gynaecology,  University  of  Minnesota.  Despite 
the  high  quality  of  the  programme,  the  attendance  was  below 
expectations,  and  the  committee  has  given  some  thought  to 
changing  the  time  of  the  course,  and  to  offering  it,  in  part,  or 
whole,  at  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital. 

Needs  of  the  Faculty 

From  time  to  time  the  faculty  is  urged  to  increase  its  enrol¬ 
ment.  There  has  not  been  produced  yet,  however,  evidence  that 
the  normal  output  of  medical  graduates  in  Canada  is  less  than 
the  requirements  of  the  country.  Increased  enrolment  could  be 
possible  only  if  there  were  increased  physical  facilities  and  an 
increase  in  the  teaching  staff. 

That  is  not  to  say  that  the  faculty  has,  at  present,  adequate 
services  for  its  task.  There  is  every  hope  that,  within  a  year,  the 
Walter  T.  Connell  wing  will  be  under  erection  at  the  General 
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Hospital,  to  provide  clinical  laboratories  for  research  and  teach¬ 
ing,  and  greatly  needed  additional  class-room  space.  The  use  of 
isotopes  for  diagnosis,  treatment  and  research  can  not  be  under¬ 
taken  until  a  ‘‘hot  laboratory  '  is  set  up  on  the  hospital  grounds. 

But  the  rapid  expansion  of  research  interest  within  the 
school  has  overtaken  even  these  expected  facilities,  and  additional 
space  is  needed  on  the  campus.  Experimental  work  on  animals 
can  not  be  done  on  the  hospital  grounds.  A  laboratory,  with 
equipment  and  housing  for  animals,  is  needed  to  serve  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  surgery  and  medicine.  The  department  of  physiology  is 
confined  to  quarters  barely  sufficient  for  teaching,  and  totally 
inadequate  for  research. 

The  University  needs  a  proper  medical  library.  The  medical 
books  and  periodicals  are  divided  now  between  the  stacks  in  the 
Doublas  Library  building  and  the  room  in  the  Old  Arts  building 
which  houses  also  the  books  of  interest  to  the  department  of 
biology.  This  room  is  now  called  The  Medical  Library ,  but  it 
is  unattractive  and  ill-equipped  with  facilities  for  study  and  quiet 
reading. 

The  growing  needs  of  the  departments  of  surgery  and  psy¬ 
chiatry  must  be  emphasized.  Queen’s  is  rapidly  becoming  a  centre 
for  clinical  training  in  surgery;  Dr.  Bingham  has  now  to  select 
three  senior  assistants  from  as  many  as  thirtv  applicants.  Proper 
training  of  these  young  surgeons  demands  that  they  have  ade¬ 
quate  quarters  for  doing  experimental  work.  The  department 
should  also  have  another  full  time  member  who  can  supervise  the 
experimental  work  and  share  the  load  of  teaching.  He  should 
have  special  training.  If  an  orthopaedic  surgeon  were  appointed, 
he  might  also  supervise  the  programme  of  physical  and  remedial 
medicine  which  needs  greater  development  at  Queen’s. 

The  Minister  of  Health  for  the  Province  has  pointed  out  the 
need  of  graduate  training  in  psychiatry,  and  hinted  that  Queen’s 
might  undertake  the  work.  Dr.  McCuaig,  professor  of  psychiatry, 
has  urged  that  his  department  be  enlarged,  and  the  recent  Stewart 
bequest,  for  maintenance  of  that  department,  wiill  be  of  con¬ 
siderable  help.  A  centre  should  be  established  at  the  General 
Hospital,  with  special  beds  and  adequate  teaching  and  research 
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quarters.  There  is  every  likelihood  that  if  the  University  takes 
the  initiative  the  Provincial  Government  will  co-operate  fully,  with 
the  help  of  Dominion  Provincial  Medical  Health  funds.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  the  report  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
for  the  1950-51  session. 

In  September  1950  Miss  E.  B.  Moulton,  B.N.Sc.  Reg.N.,  was 
added  to  the  staff  as  lecturer  in  nursing  education.  Miss  Moulton 
was  a  good  teacher  in  the  hospital  situation  before  coming  to 
this  school.  She  has  shown  she  can  enter  the  broader  field  of 
university  teaching  with  enthusiasm  and  wisdom.  Miss  Moulton 
has  been  awarded  a  Kellogg  Foundation  fellowship  to  continue 
her  studies  towards  an  M.A.  As  well  as  being  an  honour  for 
Miss  Moulton,  this  award  is  a  mark  of  approbation  for  the 
school.  A  report  of  our  present  programme  and  future  plans 
had  to  be  considered  before  the  award  was  made. 

Further  satisfactory  developments  have  taken  place,  the 
most  satisfactory  being  the  improved  facilities  in  this  area  for 
field  experience  for  our  teaching  and  supervision  students.  In 
February,  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital 
held  a  week-end  workshop  on  clinical  teaching.  This  school  was 
asked  to  participate.  Many  improvements  are  expected  as  a 
result  of  the  study,  both  for  our  students  taking  their  basic 
course  at  the  Hotel  Dieu  and  for  final  year  students  who  take 
field  work  at  that  hospital.  The  other  local  hospital  schools 
of  nursing  are  continuing  to  offer  us  co-operation.  The  Ontario 
Hospital  has  been  selected  to  offer  some  special  field  work  for 
members  of  the  staffs  of  the  division  of  public  health  nursing. 
All  these  developments  tend  to  improve  the  opportunities  for 
the  students  of  this  school. 

In  May  1950,  too  late  for  the  last  year’s  report,  a  conference 
was  offered  by  this  school,  the  topic  Counselling  and  Guidance. 
Over  50  nurses  attended  from  the  public  health  field  and  hos¬ 
pital  schools  of  nursing.  Very  satisfactory  comments  have 
followed.  We  are  able  to  make  a  definite  contribution  to  this 
part  of  the  province  through  such  conferences. 

The  school  was  asked  to  take  part  in  the  Institute  of  Hos¬ 
pital  Administrators  held  at  this  University  May  7-11.  I  pre¬ 
sented  a  paper. 
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The  Nursing  Science  Club  was  very'  active  this  year  under 
a  very  good  president,  Miss  M.  Whytock. 

May  I  at  this  time  say  “thank  you  ’  to  the  Principal  for  all 
his  help  and  encouragement.  His  warmth  and  guidance  have 
made  a  difficult  piece  of  work  progress  more  easily.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  WOMEN 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  a  report  for  the  year  ending 
in  April  1951. 

This  has  been  a  good  year  for  Queens  women.  It  has 
seen  the  completion  and  authorization  of  plans  for  Ban  Righ 
extensions,  and  the  work  on  the  foundations  well  advanced. 
This  additional  accommodation  for  about  110  resident  students, 
new  common  room,  second  dining  hall,  new  kitchens  and  ser- 
very  will  enable  Ban  Righ  Hall  to  render  a  greater  service  than 
has  been  possible  heretofore.  It  will  serve  many  needs  of 
men  and  women  students  in  their  joint  academic  interests  and 
social  functions.  It  will  also  expand  facilities  for  university 
hospitality  to  conference  groups  meeting  here  between  sessions. 
To  all  who  have  conserved  Ban  Righ  funds  through  the  years, 
to  all  who  contributed  to  the  funds  by  small  or  large  gifts,  and 
to  all  who  have  worked  and  are  working  on  the  plans  and 
details,  I  express  sincere  thanks  on  behalf  of  women  students 
present  and  future. 

The  names  of  some  of  our  undergraduates  and  recent 
graduates  have  stood  high  in  the  lists  of  academic  honours 
and  of  scholarship  winners.  Levana  representatives  have  given 
good  leadership  and  many  of  its  members  have  given  strong 
support  to  the  affairs  of  the  A.M.S.  and  the  various  campus 
activities.  The  election  of  Rosemary  Bartlett  to  the  A.M.S. 
presidency  for  the  1951-52  session  is  an  outstanding  tribute  both 
to  her  and  to  the  high  quality  of  women  s  participation  in  the 
university  life.  Due  to  several  acts  on  the  part  of  a  few  irre¬ 
sponsible  students,  it  was  necessary  for  the  A.M.S.  to  reassert 
the  right  of  women  students  to  have  the  privacy  of  their 
residences  respected.  This  is  so  important  to  the  tone  and 
morale  of  residence  life  that  the  firm  and  dignified  handling  of 
the  problem  by  the  A.M.S  .Court  is  a  credit  to  them  and  an 
encouragement  to  me. 

During  the  1950  summer  term  the  residences  were  filled  and 
one  of  the  LaSalle  buildings  was  in  use.  Dr.  Mary  Winspear  was 
again  appointed  acting  Dean  of  Women.  I  am  grateful  to  the 
Principal  and  trustees  for  leave  of  absence  throughout  the  sum- 
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mer  in  order  that  I  might  carry  to  completion  my  work  in  Europe 
for  the  International  Federation  of  University  Women  and  at  the 
Canadian  Seminar  of  International  Student  Service. 

During  the  autumn  and  winter  sessions  we  have  had  462 
women  at  Queen's,  enrolled  as  follows:  Postgraduates  10,  Arts 
Faculty  352,  Commerce  16.  Science  2.  Medicine  25,  Nursing  25, 
Physical  and  Health  Education  32.  The  new  student  health  ar¬ 
rangements  came  into  operation  and  have  given  general  satis¬ 
faction.  Mv  warm  thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Laura  Larmour,  our 
resident  nurse,  and  to  the  medical  officers  at  the  Kingston  General 
Hospital  for  their  careful  and  kindly  attention  to  student  health 
problems.  To  the  University7  Chaplain  I  am  always  indebted  in 
many  ways. 

It  was  with  mixed  feelings  that  we  saw  Macdonnell  House 
razed  in  early  autumn  —  it  has  served  as  an  annex  to  Ban  Righ 
Hall  for  25  years  and  before  that  it  had  been  the  home  of  the 
Macdonnell  family,  so  many  members  of  which  have  served  and 
are  serving  this  University.  We  have  176  students  residing  in 
Ban  Righ  Hall  and  five  annexes,  and  are  providing  meals  for  a 
further  64  from  lodgings  and  for  about  70  from  the  LaSalle 
Barracks  which  the  University  has  made  available  for  the  fifth 
year.  Boucher  House  has  carried  through  very  successfully  its 
sixth  year  of  operation,  with  22  in  residence.  About  50  of  the 
student  women  are  Kingston  residents. 

The  sudden  death  of  Mrs.  Kathleen  W.  Melvin,  dietitian 
housemanager  at  Ban  Righ  Hall  since  1947  was  a  shock  to  all  her 
associates  and  friends  and  the  students  among  whom  she  had 
worked  happily  and  well.  Arrangements  were  made  to  have  Mrs. 
George  MacLeod  give  a  large  proportion  of  her  time  to  Ban  Righ 
Hall.  She  and  Mrs.  Mundell  have  divided  the  responsibilities  and 
carried  on  most  effectively.  To  them  and  to  Mrs.  Cantelo,  my 
sincere  thanks  are  due.  The  student  wardens  and  House  Council 
have  given  good  service  and  leadership  throughout  the  session. 
To  Miss  M.  Chown,  treasurer  of  the  Ban  Righ  Board,  my  in¬ 
debtedness  grows  immeasurably  every  year.

General  Policy 

1.  Seven  pass  courses  are  now  offered  with  two  hours  per 
day  of  lectures  and  without  previous  extramural  preparation.  It 
is  recommended  (a)  that  no  further  two-hour  courses  be  added; 

(b)  that  even  in  the  present  courses  some  preliminary  reading 
be  assigned,  with  perhaps  an  essay  or  test  on  this  reading; 

(c)  that  students  be  discouraged  from  taking  much  additional 
work  beyond  a  two-hour  course. 

2.  Examinations  were  begun  directly  after  the  close  of  the 
summer  session.  In  a  questionnaire  circulated  during  the  sum¬ 
mer,  62%  of  the  students  voted  in  favour  of  the  early  examin¬ 
ation  period.  The  more  serious  students  apparently  believed  that 
it  made  an  improvement  in  the  tone  and  pace  of  summer  work. 
There  were,  however,  emphatic  protests  from  the  minority.  It  is 
probable  that  this  plan  will  work  for  a  better  balance  between 
academic  and  extra-curricular  activities.

The  School  of  English 

The  School  of  English  began  on  the  first  day  of  the  summer 
session,  a  very  marked  improvement  over  the  former  plan.  In 
Professor  Alexander’s  absence  Professor  Arnold  Edinborough  took 
charge.  There  were  52  students  in  attendance,  including,  besides 
French-Canadian  students,  one  from  Czechoslovakia,  one  from 
Cuba,  one  from  Egypt,  one  from  Venezuela,  and  two  from 
Colombia. 

Fine  Arts 

The  Glee  Club  appeared  at  the  annual  summer  school  church 
service  in  St.  Georges  Cathedral,  and  in  a  concert  given  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  orchestra.  The  department  of  drama  presented 
two  Canadian  plays:  A  Date  for  Judy,  by  Margaret  Angus;  Time 
for  Grace,  by  Hilda  Mary  Hooke.  The  ballet  group  (who  through 
the  courtesy  of  the  Kingston  Board  of  Education  held  their  classes 
in  Victoria  School)  gave  a  concert  and  assisted  with  the  students’ 
Variety  Night.  Art  exhibitions  both  of  instructors’  and  students’ 
work  were  held. 

Department  of  Education  Courses 

The  University  was  host  to  a  workshop  in  curriculum  build¬ 
ing,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  A.  P.  Silcox,  and  a  course  in  physical 
training  for  secondary  school  women  teachers,  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Ella  Sexton. 

Visual  Aids 

A  short  course,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Roby  Kidd  was 
held. 

Recommendation 

The  condition  of  the  floor  in  Grant  Hall  is  a  very  serious 
handicap.  The  hall  is  in  heavy  demand  during  the  summer  session. 
Either  the  floor  is  so  uneven  as  to  be  impracticable  and  even  dan¬ 
gerous;  or  else  the  hall  is  heated  and  untenable.  It  would  seem 
that  the  University  must  provide  a  usable  auditorium  for  the  many 
legitimate  enterprises  of  its  Summer  School. 
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Mr.  Harry  Hutton  has  always  seconded  with  great  wisdom 
and  enthusiasm  all  summer  school  undertakings.  His  departure 
from  his  post  at  Queen  s  is  sincerely  regretted.  Miss  Healey  by 
her  patience  and  administrative  skill  lays  the  director  under 
a  debt  he  can  hardly  express.  Mr.  H.  Leonard  Silverwood,  as 
president  of  the  Q.S.S.A.  did  a  great  deal  towards  making  the 
Summer  School  operate  effectively  and  harmoniously.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GRADUATE  STUDIES 


According  to  the  records  of  the  Registrar  the  number  of 
graduate  students  registered  during  1950-51  was  ninety-seven,  six 
of  these  for  the  Ph.D.  The  demand  for  training  which  leads  to 
the  doctorate  is  increasing  and  as  a  consequence  the  Board  of 
Graduate  Studies  has  found  it  necessary  to  work  out  a  set  of 
formal  requirements.  The  main  points  of  these  requirements  are: 
(1)  the  Master’s  degree  is  a  prerequisite  for  admission  to  candidacy 
for  the  doctorate;  (2)  a  graduate  of  Queen's  must  spend  at  least 
one  academic  year  at  some  other  university,  the  university  and 
the  course  of  study  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Graduate 
Studies;  (3)  a  comprehensive  examination  must  be  taken  at  least 
one  academic  year  before  the  final  examination  on  the  work  of 
the  thesis. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  Ph.D.  candidates  is  a  reflection 
of  the  pressure  for  advanced  training  all  along  the  line.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  at  Queen’s  this  year  the  number  working  for  an 
advanced  degree  is  greater  than  that  of  any  single  year-group 
except  Pass  Arts.  There  are  two  main  reasons  for  this  pressure: 
(1)  the  number  of  fields  in  which  advanced  training  is  an  asset 
towards  promotion  is  increasing;  (2)  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  for  Canadians  to  get  into  American  graduate  schools. 

Another  source  of  pressure  which  is  in  the  making  is  that 
for  advanced  training  for  high  school  teachers.  Already  in  some 
areas  there  is  a  step-up  in  salary  on  the  basis  of  an  advanced 
degree.  The  call  for  this  training  is  likely  to  be  upon  the  facilities 
of  the  Extension  Department  and  the  Summer  School,  institutions 
which  in  the  past  have  made  valuable  contributions  to  teacher 
training  at  the  undergraduate  level.  In  these  days,  however,  it 
is  usual  for  young  men  and  women  to  get  their  first  degree  before 
they  start  their  teaching  work,  and  it  is  regrettable  that  facilities 
for  formally  continuing  their  intellectual  and  cultural  interests  are 
notably  lacking.  At  the  present  time  there  are  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  teachers  of  mathematics  in  the  Ontario  High  Schools 
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who  hold  their  first  degree  but  whose  training  in  mathematics  is 
not  even  the  equivalent  of  that  for  the  Queen's  Pass  Arts  degree. 
The  Board  of  Graduate  Studies  is  giving  consideration  to  the 
difficult  problem  of  arranging  for  advanced  teacher  training  with¬ 
out  lowering  the  very  high  standards  of  our  present  research 
degrees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  EXTENSION 


Registration 

Our  total  registration  tor  the  year  1950-51  was  1,632,  in¬ 
cluding  327  students  in  non-credit  evening  classes.  In  1949-50 
it  was  1558  and  in  1948-49  it  was  1372. 

The  extramural  registration  remained  the  same  as  in  1949-50, 
with  a  decrease  in  the  number  from  Ontario  but  an  increase  from 
Alberta.  This  may  not  continue  as  regulations  at  the  University 
ot  Alberta  have  changed  and  there  will  not  be  as  many  extramural 
courses  permitted  on  the  bachelor  of  Education  degree.  Quebec 
is  our  next  big  constituency  and  should  be  given  special  attention. 
There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  registrations  from  Quebec  this  year. 

Our  extramural  courses  are  receiving  special  attention  from 
some  of  the  department  heads.  Many  outlines  have  been  revised 
and  some  new  courses  organized  —  as  for  instance  the  psychology 
courses  of  special  interest  to  teachers. 

A  very  large  percentage  of  the  students  are  teachers  but  those 
in  other  professions  are  beginning  to  use  our  services.  Professional 
people  are  taking  courses  of  special  interest.  A  number  of  people 
in  hospitals  are  proceeding  with  work  for  their  degrees.  We  are 
continuing  to  give  courses  to  prison  inmates  who  are  doing  very 
well  on  examinations. 

Examinations 

In  August  1950  examinations  for  the  first  time  were  held  at 
the  close  of  the  summer  school.  x\ll  arts  and  medical  supple¬ 
mental  examinations  were  written  within  a  week.  The  science 
supplemental  examinations  administered  by  this  department  were 
held,  as  in  the  past,  at  the  beginning  of  September.  The  early 
examination  period  for  arts  was  an  experiment  which  seems  to 
have  the  approval  of  the  students.  The  results  were  satisfactory. 

Extension  Tutorial  Classes 

We  organized  tutorial  classes  at  Belleville,  Peterborough, 
North  Bay,  Toronto,  Brockville,  Cornwall  and  Kingston.  Senior 
tutors  gave  the  classes  at  Belleville,  Brockville  and  Kingston,  while 
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Queen’s  graduates,  who  are  high  school  teachers  or  normal  school 
teachers  gave  the  other  classes.  These  were  in  English,  economics, 
history  and  politics.  The  numbers  attending  at  some  of  the 
centres  were  not  large  and  therefore  the  classes  at  Kingston  and 
Cornwall  were  discontinued  after  the  New  Year. 

Evening  Classes 

Two  classes  in  conversational  French,  two  in  music  appre¬ 
ciation  and  two  in  art  were  held  this  past  winter  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  J.  Ogier  (French),  Madam  A.  R.  C.  Duncan  (French), 
Madam  C.  Bizony  (music),  and  Mr.  A.  Bieler  (art).  The  classes 
were  well  attended  and  the  students  enthusiastic.  Two  other 
classes  which  were  proposed  were  dropped  because  of  insufficient 
registration.  Requests  for  other  classes  have  been  made  and  it 
is  hoped  to  add  to  the  number  for  next  winter. 

A  course  in  business  administration  was  arranged  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  department  of  Commerce  and  the  officials  of 
the  C.I.L.  (Nylon  Division). 

Two  courses  in  swimming,  one  for  adults  and  one  for  children, 
were  held  in  the  Queen’s  pool  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs. 
C.  R.  Currie  and  Mr.  A.  Cow.  An  exhibition  was  held  at  the 
close  of  the  course  when  64  Red  Cross  crests  and  awards  were 
presented. 

Rural  Services 

As  for  a  number  of  years,  a  special  course  in  Co-operation 
and  Leadership  in  the  Community  was  held  during  Christmas 
Week  for  Rural  Young  People.  The  grants  given  in  the  past  by 
the  United  Co-operatives  of  Ontario  were  withdrawn  this  year. 
For  this  reason  I  think  a  more  conscientious  group  of  young 
people  attended  with  no  decrease  in  the  number  registered.  I 
acted  as  director  and  was  ably  assisted  by  Mr.  Harold  Miller  of 
the  Community  Programmes  Branch  of  the  Ontario  Department 
of  Education.  A  number  of  rural  young  people  and  key  person¬ 
alities  in  this  district  were  used  on  the  programme  with  gratifying 
results. 
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In  co-operation  with  the  Federation  of  Agriculture  of  Fron- 
tenac,  Leeds,  Lennox  and  Addington,  Saturday  morning  broad¬ 
casts  were  given  —  the  time  being  donated  by  CKWS.  Miss  Joan 
Walker,  an  honour  student  at  the  University,  was  the  commentator 
—  her  scripts  being  compiled  from  reports  sent  in  from  Farm 
Forum  groups. 

There  is  still  a  great  deal  of  work  that  can  be  done  for  rural 
groups. 

Film  Services 

The  film  service  to  the  rural  areas  has  changed  slightly,  in 
that  a  Film  Council  has  been  formed  in  Frontenac  County  and 
one  in  Leeds  County.  However,  we  continue  to  help  organizations 
with  “spot"'  bookings  and  with  advice  on  programme  planning. 
A  plan  of  co-operation  between  the  Kingston  Film  Council  and 
the  Frontenac  County  Film  Council  is  being  worked  out  now 
and  it  is  hoped  that  more  organizations  will  call  on  us  for  assist¬ 
ance.  The  services  to  urban  groups  has  grown  considerably.  In 
the  month  of  March  we  arranged  144  programmes  for  an  audience 
of  10,874. 

The  Zonta  Club  of  Kingston  donated  to  the  Kingston  Film 
Council  a  small  unit  which  is  used  for  showings  to  children  and 
adults  who  are  ill  or  shut  in  due  to  infirmities.  Teams  of  Zontians 
arrange  and  operate  these  showings  and  the  films  are  donated  by 
the  Kingston  Film  Council.  The  same  service  is  given  to  insti¬ 
tutions  in  co-operation  with  the  Life  Underwriters  Association. 

The  Kingston  Film  Council  in  co-operation  with  the  Parks 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  put  on  seven  out-door  showings 
in  the  City  Park  last  summer.  A  Film  Festival  and  six  Inter¬ 
national  Film  showings  were  held  in  Convocation  Hall.  An 
Institute  on  Film  and  Community  Leadership  was  held  at  Queen’s 
Summer  School  in  conjunction  with  the  Ontario  Association  of 
Film  Councils  and  the  Community  Programmes  Branch  of  the 
Department  of  Education.  Delegates  from  Film  Councils  all  over 
Ontario  were  in  attendance  and  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  Queen’s 
as  well  as  the  lectures  and  demonstrations  provided  by  Dr.  Roby 
Kidd,  the  director  of  the  course. 
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The  Joint  Planning  Commission  of  the  Canadian  Association 
for  Adult  Education  asked  that  an  evaluating  panel  be  set  up  at 
Queen’s  to  view  and  evaluate  thirty  films  for  permanent  record. 
Two  sessions  have  been  held  to  date. 

Each  year  more  professors  are  using  visual  services  in  their 
classes.  Some  departments  have  purchased  film  strips  as  well  as 
films.  A  new  slide  and  film  strip  projector  has  been  purchased 
by  the  department  of  economics  which  may  be  used  in  a  lighted 
room  and  will  facilitate  the  taking  of  notes  at  the  same  time  as 
viewing  the  pictures.  During  the  sessions  Miss  Johnston’s  time 
is  largely  devoted  to  classroom  showings  and  in  fact  sometimes 
we  have  had  to  supply  additional  operators  from  our  staE  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  various  departments. 

A  special  room  for  reviewing  films  is  becoming  increasingly 
necessary  if  we  are  to  do  a  satisfactory  job  of  teaching  the  proper 
way  to  use  visual  aids  in  the  community.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the 
new  administration  building  space  for  this  may  be  arranged.  A 
room  of  this  kind  would  help  the  professors  as  they  always  need 
to  see  the  films  or  film  strips  before  presenting  them  to  their 
classes. 

Other  Activities 

A  series  of  talks  at  the  Kingston  and  Collin’s  Bay  penitentiaries 
was  arranged  with  the  schoolteacher-librarians  of  these  institutes. 
Requests  for  lectures  in  English  started  a  new  departure.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Alexander  spoke  at  both  penitentiaries  and  reported  that 
he  felt  the  lectures  were  very  worthwhile.  Professor  F.  Bartlett, 
Dr.  R.  H.  Hay  and  Mr.  Douglas  Miles  were  the  other  speakers. 
I  continue  to  go  regularly  to  the  Women’s  penitentiary  to  show 
pictures,  lead  discussion  groups  and,  for  a  few  weeks,  helped  with 
shorthand  classes. 

This  department  assisted  as  usual  in  organizing  and  adver¬ 
tising  a  number  of  events,  including  a  guidance  conference,  the 
university  concerts,  the  Monday  evening  public  lectures,  a  recrea¬ 
tion  leaders  conference.  I  continue  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
Elizabeth  Fry  Society  and  the  United  Nations  Society. 


The  work  of  this  department  has  been  greatly  handicapped 
by  the  resignation,  as  director,  of  Mr.  H.  K.  Hutton,  who  left  us 
early  in  September.  We  have  tried  to  carry  on  the  work  but 
would  not  have  been  able  to  keep  some  commitments  such  as 
speaking  engagements  at  the  normal  schools  and  some  high  schools 
if  it  had  not  been  for  Dr.  H.  L.  Tracy,  director  of  the  Summer 
School,  and  Mr.  John  Chance  of  the  Public  Relations  department. 
Their  assistance  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  assistant 
director. 

In  a  year  of  heavy  responsibilities  I  was  particularly  fortunate 
in  having  a  loyal  and  excellent  staff.  To  Miss  Mary  Andrews  and 
the  other  senior  members  I  am  particularly  indebted.  To  Dr. 
Wallace,  who  was  never  too  busy  to  give  me  advice  and  help,  I 
wish  to  express  mv  grateful  thanks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  on  the 
work  of  the  library  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1951. 

Increased  emphasis  on  research  at  Queen's,  especially  in  the 
period  since  the  last  war,  has  had  a  direct  impact  upon  the  library. 
For  work  on  the  undergraduate  level  in  all  faculties  our  library 
resources  are  at  least  adequate  in  all  departments,  and  in  some 
departments  excellent.  But  for  postgraduate  research  we  are  still 
in  the  early  stage  of  building  up  essential  resources  and  providing 
research  service.  Bv  using  the  card  catalogue  and  periodical  in¬ 
dexes,  the  undergraduate  can  find  most  of  the  reference  material 
that  he  requires.  The  graduate  student,  however,  must  have  at 
his  command  a  wide  range  of  reference  guides,  specialized  biblio¬ 
graphies,  abstracts  of  previous  research,  indexes  to  archives  and 
manuscript  collections,  and  published  catalogues  of  the  great 
national  libraries.  For  him,  it  is  not  enough  to  find  out  what 
material  the  library  possesses  in  a  given  field  of  investigation;  he 
must  endeavour  to  track  down  all  extant  sources  of  information 
both  primary  and  secondary.  The  library  should  be  equipped  to 
assist  the  scholar  in  this  task,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  make  the 
required  resources  available  through  purchase  of  books,  period¬ 
icals,  microfilms,  photostats,  or  through  inter-library  loans.  Indeed 
a  research  librarv  must  anticipate  scholarly  requirements  by 
making  known  its  own  resources,  by  continually  strengthening  its 
bibliographic  section,  building  up  files  of  technical  and  learned 
journals  and  transactions,  expanding  its  microfilm  holdings,  and 
adding  to  the  collection  of  printed  documents  and  other  primary 
sources  of  research.  This  is  a  long-term  programme  entailing 
heavy  expenditure,  but  it  is  fundamental  to  the  expansion  of 
graduate  work,  especially  in  the  humanities. 

Notable  Additions 

During  the  past  year  the  library  has  purchased  a  number  of 
outstanding  bibliographic  works.  These  include  the  Library  of 
Congress  Catalog  of  Books  in  167  volumes  and  42  supplementary 
volumes,  the  British  Museum  Catalogue  of  Printed  Books,  58 
volumes,  Sabin’s  Bibliotheca  Americana,  29  volumes  on  372  micro- 
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cards.  Continuation  orders  have  been  placed  for  two  foreign 
bibliographic  series:  Les  Sources  du  Travail  Bibliographique , 
edited  by  L.-N.  Macles,  librarian  of  the  Sorbonne,  and  Manual 
del  Librero  Hispano- Americano,  edited  by  Antonio  Palau  y  Dulcet 
of  Barcelona.  Through  the  Friends  of  the  Library  fund  we 
have  acquired  the  new  edition  of  Chambers  Encyclopaedia,  15 
volumes,  and  the  Newfoundland  supplement  to  the  Encyclopedia 
of  Canada.  The  medical  library  secured  on  the  Spankie  Memorial 
fund  two  important  medical  sets  published  in  Berlin:  Handbiich 
der  Mikroskopischen  Anatomie  des  Menschen,  edited  by  Mollen- 
dorff,  17  volumes,  and  Handbiich  der  Speziellen  Pathologischen 
Anatomie  und  Histologie ,  edited  by  Lubarsch  and  Henke,  28 
volumes.  We  have  filled  a  number  of  gaps  in  our  files  of  medical 
periodicals  through  a  grant  from  the  Ontario  College  of  Phy¬ 
sicians  and  Surgeons,  and  have  added  to  the  biological  library 
back  numbers  of  Phytopathology  and  Mycologia.  A  special  grant 
from  the  Carnegie  Corporation  is  being  used  to  supplement  and 
bind  our  files  of  mathematical  journals. 

New  Tools  for  Research 

The  reproduction  of  documentarv  material  by  microphoto¬ 
graphic  processes  has  enabled  us  to  acquire  research  resources 
difficult  if  not  impossible  to  obtain  in  their  original  form.  We 
have  secured  on  microfilm  a  set  of  the  Losley  manuscripts  in  the 
Folger  Shakespeare  Library,  Washington,  D.C.,  and  bv  special 
arrangement  with  the  Public  Archives  of  Canada  we  are  obtain¬ 
ing  microfilm  copies  of  the  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  papers. 

In  addition  to  microfilm,  the  library  has  acquired  during  the 
year  two  other  forms  of  micro-reproduction  —  microcards  and 
‘Readex’  microprint  sheets.  Both  require  special  ‘readers’  or 
magnifying  machines,  which  have  also  been  purchased.  Micro - 
cards  contain  a  hundred  or  more  pages  photographically  repro¬ 
duced  on  a  single  3"  x  5"  card  which  can  be  filed  in  a  standard 
catalogue  drawer.  Bibliotheca  Americana ,  as  mentioned  above, 
has  been  obtained  in  this  form,  as  well  as  other  works  long  out 
of  print  in  English  literature  and  literary  criticism.  Microprint 
sheets,  as  the  name  indicates,  are  produced  not  by  photography 
but  by  a  printing  process.  Although  they  reproduce  about  the 
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same  amount  of  printed  matter  per  sheet  as  microcards,  they 
measure  6"  x  9"  and  come  in  labelled  boxes  for  storage  on  shelves. 
The  Readex  Corporation  is  issuing  a  complete  set  in  microprint 
of  the  British  House  of  Commons  Sessional  Papers  for  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century,  containing  source  material  of  the  first  importance 
for  research  in  British  and  colonial  history,  politics,  economics 
and  commerce.  To  this  series  the  library  has  subscribed,  and  has 
already  received  instalments  covering  the  period  1826-1852. 

Record  Societies 

Our  mediaeval  history  section  has  been  strengthened  very 
considerably  during  the  year  by  purchases  from  antiquarian  book 
dealers  and  from  ecclesiastical  record  societies.  The  library  is 
now  a  member  of  the  Canterbury  and  York  Society,  the  Lincoln 
Record  Society  and  the  Somerset  Record  Society,  and  regularly 
receives  their  publications. 

Gfts  and  Benefactions 

Dr.  Lome  Pierce  has  presented  many  Canadian  books, 
peiodicals  and  manuscripts  during  the  year,  and,  in  addition, 
ha‘  made  generous  provision  in  the  Edith  Chown  Pierce  Trust 
for  the  continuous  building  up  of  the  Lome  Pierce  collection  of 
Caiadiana.  Various  rare  items  were  acquired  from  the  sale  of 
Dr.  Victor  Morin’s  library.  These  included  The  York  Almanack 
and  Royal  Calendar  of  Upper  Canada  for  the  years  1822,  1823, 
and  1825,  William  Lyon  Mackenzie’s  Caroline  Almanack  and 
Amrican  Freemans  Chronicle  (1840)  and  the  first  Paris  edition 
of  lemon’s  Maria  Chapdelaine.  Among  the  manuscript  addi¬ 
tion,  special  mention  should  be  made  of  letters,  poems,  short 
stores  and  articles  by  Raymond  Knister,  eleven  ALS  from  Audrey 
Aleandra  Brown,  a  collection  of  manuscript  poems  of  Arthur 
Bouinot,  and  one  additional  Carman  item. 

Professor  James  Roy  sent  from  Scotland  a  number  of  items 
for  lis  collection,  including  a  series  of  personal  letters  to  him 
fror  Sir  James  M.  Barrie. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Edmison  donated  several  newspapers  of  the  Amer- 
icac  Civil  War  period,  examples  of  Confederate  paper  currency, 
and  bills  of  sale  for  negro  slaves.  Mr.  Paul  A.  Moreland,  of 
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Toronto,  presented  a  manuscript  book  containing  the  Minutes  of 
the  Municipal  Council  of  Storington,  Ontario,  1850-1869,  an  in¬ 
teresting  document  for  the  study  of  local  history.  Through  the 
good  offices  of  Dr.  Dennis  Jordan,  the  library  received  from 
Brigadier  D.  H.  Storms  two  manuscript  medical  note-books  com¬ 
piled  by  his  father,  the  late  Dr.  D.  G.  Storms,  during  his  final 
year  in  medicine  at  Queen's  in  1885.  Mr.  |.  H.  Cameron  of 
Windsor  donated  two  magnificently  reproduced  facsimiles  of  the 
Codex  Vossianus  Oblongus  and  Codex  Quadratus  of  Lucretius. 
Dr.  G.  H.  Berkeley  of  the  Dominion  Laboratory  of  Plant  Path- 
ology,  St.  Catharines,  presented  six  volumes  of  Phytopathology 
(1945-50),  and  the  Hamilton  Academy  of  Medicine  sent  us  bad 
files  of  the  British  Journal  of  Dermatology .  the  Archives  of  Der¬ 
matology ,  and  the  Journal  of  Investigative  Dermatology  totalling 
83  volumes.  The  British  Council,  whose  travelling  exhibit  of 
recent  British  imprints  was  reported  last  year,  generously  di>- 
tributed  the  books  exhibited  among  the  participating  Canadim 
university  libraries.  We  gratefully  record  the  gift  of  75  volumes 
from  this  source. 

Other  donors  of  multiple  volumes  include  Mr.  H.  O.  Buit, 
Professor  H.  G.  Conn.  Dean  D.  S.  Ellis,  Dr.  Wilhelmina  Gordm, 
Dr.  A.  R.  M.  Lower.  Dr.  Nathaniel  Micklem,  Dr.  Norman  Miler, 
Dr.  E.  M.  Robertson,  Dr.  M.  M.  Ross,  Dr.  B.  Ernest  Shore,  4r. 
Gordon  J.  Smith,  Mrs.  B.  Tett,  Miss  Ethel  Waldron,  Profesor 
E.  A.  Walker.  Dr.  R.  C.  Wallace.  Acknowledgments  have  ben 
sent  to  some  225  donors  for  over  one  thousand  gifts. 

Library  Exhibits 

In  January  a  series  of  weekly  exhibits  was  inaugurated  vith 
a  view  to  stimulating  student  interest  in  outside  reading.  Mmy 
of  the  exhibits  were  keyed  to  topics  of  current  interest  sucl  as 
the  Commonwealth  Conference,  the  opening  of  Parliament,  naton- 
alization  of  steel  in  Great  Britain,  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway,  the 
two  thousandth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Paris,  the  Festval 
of  Britain.  Others  were  related  to  university  topics  —  inqu'ies 
into  the  liberal  arts,  universities  in  the  United  Kingdom,  liter- 
national  Student  Service,  drama  festivals,  the  examination  sysem. 
The  series  called  attention  to  the  teaching  function  of  the  libury. 
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The  exhibits  proved  popular  and  were  warmly  commended  by 
students  and  faculty  members,  several  of  whom  made  suggestions 

and  lent  material  for  display. 

Staff  Changes 

Miss  Eleanor  Tett  (now  Mrs.  William  Robertson)  resigned 
from  her  position  as  head  of  the  order  department  in  October 
after  twentv-two  vears  of  service.  Her  uracious  manner,  sound

judgment  and  dependability  won  for  her  the  high  esteem  of  the 
librarv  staff,  the  faculty  and  students.  She  was  succeeded  by 
Miss  Moira  Thompson,  promoted  from  the  reference  department, 
who,  in  turn,  resigned  in  February  to  accept  a  position  in  the 
Beaverbrook  Library,  the  University  of  New  Brunswick.  Miss 
Eleanor  Smith,  formerly  on  the  staff  of  the  Registrar,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  succeed  Miss  Thompson  on  March  1.  In  April,  the 
circulation  department  lost  the  services  of  Mrs.  Karashowsky  and 
Mrs.  Klassen,  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  Mrs.  Nancy  Martin 
left  the  reserved  books  department  after  four  years  of  service  in 
the  library.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lamb  resigned  from  the  order  de¬ 
partment  in  December  after  five  and  a  half  vears  on  the  staff 
and  was  succeeded  bv  Mrs.  E.  T.  Masoro.

has  been  appointed  to  the  new  position  of  bibliographer;  Mr.  D. 
M.  Fisher  has  been  appointed  documents  librarian,  and  Mrs. 
Fisher  senior  assistant  in  the  reserved  books  department. 

departmental  Reports 

Order  Department.  Although  the  headship  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  changed  twice  within  four  months,  the  office  reports  an 
uiusually  large  volume  of  business  successfullv  carried  through. 
liter-library7  and  extra-mural  loans  have  made  heavy  demands 
01  this  department,  which  also  assumes  responsibility  for  the 
slipping  and  checking-in  of  all  binding  done  outside  the  library^. 
Mjs  Smith  and  the  members  of  her  department  have  studied  ac- 
qmition  policies  in  several  other  liberal  arts  colleges  yvith  a  vieyv 
to  naugurating  time-saving  reforms  in  order-office  routine.  The 
deprtmental  staff  has  been  reduced  by  one  half-time  assistant. 

Circulation  Department.  During  the  past  year  the  number 
of  sadent  borrowers  decreased  by  132,  but  there  was  an  increase 
of  8,  in  the  number  of  borrowers  from  the  staff,  graduates,  and 
from  the  Royal  Military  College,  the  National  Defence  College 
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and  other  outside  institutions.  New  shelving  installed  in  the 
stacks  four  years  ago  is  now  almost  completely  filled  and  again 
we  are  faced  with  the  problem  of  congestion.  Until  such  time 
as  the  library  can  expand  into  space  occupied  by  the  university 
administrative  offices,  additional  storage  space  must  be  found  for 
the  book-stock  over-flow. 

Department  of  Reference  and  Government  Documents.  The 
increased  cost  of  printing  has  led  various  government  depart¬ 
ments  to  revise  their  mailing  lists.  Many  U.S.  documents  which 
formerly  came  free  of  charge  must  now  be  ordered  for  purchase. 
Canadian  government  publications  continue  to  come  gratis  as 
Queen’s  is  an  official  depository.  In  October  a  faculty  committee 
of  selection  was  appointed  to  order  United  Nations  documents 
on  the  basis  of  their  value  for  research.  When  Miss  Thompson 
left  the  department  to  take  over  the  headship  of  the  order  office, 
no  replacement  was  made.  With  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Fisher, 
government  documents  will  be  separated  from  the  reference  de¬ 
partment. 

Reserved  Books.  This  department  has  a  perennial  problem 
in  securing  competent  and  responsible  student  assistants  to  take 
charge  of  the  desk  during  evening  hours  and  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday  afternoons.  This  year  only  one  student  continued  for  the 
entire  session;  five  others  worked  part-time,  This  discontinuity 
makes  extra  work  for  the  head  of  the  department  who  constantly 
has  to  train  new  assistants.  A  proposed  increase  in  the  hourl) 
rate  of  pay  may  help  to  relieve  this  unsatisfactory  situation. 

Cataloguing  Department.  The  head  of  the  department,  Mis 
Jessie  Dyde,  reports  as  follows:  “In  addition  to  the  regular  pro¬ 
cessing  of  the  accessions,  some  5,200  analytics  have  been  with¬ 
drawn  from  the  Miller  Hall  catalogue  and  from  the  medial 
library  catalogue.  The  shelves  in  McLaughlin  Hall  were  red 
in  December.  A  third  volume  of  the  Union  List  of  Serials  \as 
checked  during  the  fall  months.  To  prepare  for  the  filming  of 
the  catalogue  by  the  Canadian  Bibliographic  Centre  much  refing 
has  been  done  under  ‘place’,  and  much  remains  to  be  dne. 
The  official  entries  under  ‘Canada’  up  to  1867  have  been  om- 
pletely  revised  and  refiled.  We  feel  confident  that  the  revfion 
will  benefit  equally  staff  and  students.  The  reduction  of  our 
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clerical  staff  has  thrown  much  of  the  routine  ordering  of  cards 
and  the  marking  of  books  on  the  professional  staff.  This  accounts 
largely  for  the  fact  that  little  or  no  work  has  been  accomplished 
on  subject  headings  and  the  Union  Catalogue  during  the  year,  a 
situation  much  to  be  regretted.  ’

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SCIENTIFIC  RESEARCH 


As  we  stated  last  year,  and  is  true  again  this  year,  there  lias 
been  a  steady  increase  in  the  support  of  scientific  research  because 
of  grants  made  to  individual  members  of  staff  by  outside  organiza¬ 
tions  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  National  Research 
Council,  the  Research  Council  of  Ontario,  the  Defence  Research 
Board  and  the  National  Cancer  Institute.  We  are  deeply  grateful 
for  this  type  of  support  and  it  is  indeed  essential  that  we  get  it. 
At  the  same  time  it  would  be  a  calamity  if  we  had  to  depend  on 
it  entirely. 

Since  the  last  war,  much  time  has  been  taken  up  in  equipping 
scientific  laboratories.  This  development  has  been  a  striking  one 
and  there  has  been  a  consequent  increase  in  the  amount  of 
scientific  research  that  is  being  done.  We  may  confidently  expect 
that  there  will  be  a  still  greater  output  of  such  work,  particularly 
as  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  graduate  students 
who  wish  to  obtain  a  Ph.D.  degree  here.  With  Ph.D.  students 
we  get  what  has  been  lacking  to  a  considerable  extent  in  the  past 
—  continuity  in  research.

Reports  of  research  laboratories  are  given  below: 
Department  of  Anatomy 
Dr.  B.  N.  Kropp 

During  the  past  year  Dr.  Kropp  worked  on  the  cytology  of 
early  placental  tissues  in  the  rabbit  and  rat.  With  the  assistance 
of  Miss  Helen  Currie  he  investigated  the  cytology  of  the  heart  in 
hypertensive  rabbits,  and  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  McEwen 
studied  cellular  changes  in  liver,  adrenal  glands  and  other  organs 
of  tumour-bearing  rats. 

Dr.  M.  W.  M.  Sloane 

A  paper  on  the  Nuclear  Pattern  of  the  Dorsal  Thalamus  of 
the  Mink  has  been  accepted  for  publication  and  will  appear  shortly, 
A  paper  on  the  Epithalamus,  Ventral  Thalamus  and  Hypothalamus 
in  the  Mink  is  about  half  way  through.  Material  is  being  pre¬ 
pared  for  a  study  of  the  insular  cortex  which  when  fully  com¬ 
pleted  will  embrace  three  or  more  forms. 
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Department  of  Bacteriology 
Dr.  G.  B.  Reed 

Researches  in  progress  during  1950-51  have  been  studies  of: 

1.  A  new  antibiotic. 

2.  Radioactive  tracers  in  bacterial  toxins. 

3.  Improved  methods  of  bacterial  toxin  production. 

4.  Oxidation-reduction  potentials  of  aerated  cultures  of 

bacteria. 

5.  Studies  on  insect  vectors  of  viruses. 

Department  of  Biochemistry 
Dr.  J.  M.  R.  Beveridge 

The  relationship  between  the  diabetic  state  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  vascular  lesions  in  experimental  animals  is  being  in¬ 
vestigated  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  D.  Kanhai.  Rats  have  been  made 
diabetic  by  partial  pancreatectomy  or  by  treatment  with  alloxin. 
The  effect  of  various  dietary  regimes  is  also  being  determined 
and  studies  are  being  conducted  to  determine  the  effects  of  the 
different  treatments  on  carbohydrate  and  mineral  metabolism. 
In  collaboration  with  Mr.  J.  R.  McLean,  the  fundamental  meta¬ 
bolic  factors  involved  in  the  production  of  massive  liver  necrosis 
induced  by  dietary  means  are  being  studied  The  results  indicate 
that  factors  other  than  methionine,  eystine,  or  cc  -tocopherol  are 
involved  in  the  etiology  of  this  process  and  that  certain  yeasts 
contain  a  factor  that  augments  the  production  of  necrosis. 

Dr.  R.  A.  MacLeod 

During  the  past  year  work  has  been  continued  on  studies  of 
the  role  played  by  inorganic  ions  in  the  nutrition  and  metabolism 
of  lactic  acid  bacteria.  This  work  indicates  that  iron  is  required 
for  growth  by  this  group  of  organisms,  a  surprising  result  since 
the  organisms  are  anaerobic  and  contain  no  cytochrome  system. 
It  has  also  been  shown  that  inorganic  ions  are  involved  in  the 
synthesis  of  certain  amino  acids,  purines  and  pyrimidines.  It  has 
been  found  that  many  examples  of  ion  antagonism  affecting 
growth  of  L  arabinosus  affect  glycolysis  by  the  intact  resting  cells 
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of  this  organism.  A  sample  of  linoleic  acid,  as  the  tetrabromide 
derivative,  from  the  cells  of  the  yeast  Rhodotorula  gracilis  has 
been  isolated.  The  yeast  was  grown  on  a  medium  containing 
deuterium  oxide  and  the  linoleic  acid  is  being  tested  for  deuterium 
content. 

Department  of  Biology 

Dr.  R.  O.  Earl 

Practices  in  silviculture  and  forest  management  have  been 
examined  in  the  field  in  Sweden  and  Great  Britain.  Five  months 
have  been  spent  in  the  Botany  School,  University  of  Cambridge 
in  experimental  work  on  the  effects  on  roots  of  antibiotics.  Some 
of  these  depress  growth  and  similar  effects  may  be  produced  in 
this  way  in  nature.  Experiments  in  progress  will,  it  is  hoped, 
throw  light  on  the  causes  of  the  effects  observed. 

Dr.  G.  Krotkov 

During  the  last  year,  investigations  have  been  carried  out 
with  the  use  of  radioactive  isotopes  on  the  following  problems  of 
plant  physiology  and  plant  biochemistry:  synthesis  of  sucrose  in 
plants,  synthesis  and  utilization  of  glucose  -1-  phosphate,  the 
mechanism  and  intermediate  stages  of  starch  synthesis  in  plants. 
Together  with  Dr.  R.  Y.  Moir,  the  metabolism  of  radioactive 
acetate  in  plants  has  been  studied.  Jointly  with  Dr.  G.  B.  Reed, 
a  method  for  the  biosynthesis  of  radioactive  asparagine  has  been 
worked  out,  and  distribution  of  C14  in  glucose  molecule  produced 
under  different  conditions  of  photosynthesis  has  been  investigated. 

Dr.  A.  S.  West 

Progress  in  varying  degree  has  been  made  on  the  following 
projects:  Studies  of  forest  insect  biologies  have  been  continued 
at  Lake  Opinicon,  with  particular  reference  to  agents  of  natural 
control;  isolation  and  assessment  of  bacterial  pathogens  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  additions  to  the  culture  collection  of  insect  pathogens; 
limited  attempts  at  establishment  of  recognized  pathogens  in  the 
field  were  partially  successful.  A  laboratory  for  the  application 
of  serological  technique  as  an  entomological  tool  has  been  de¬ 
veloped;  problems  under  investigation  include  the  determination 
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of  the  blood  meals  of  arctic  and  sub-arctic  biting  flies  and  the 
evaluation  of  the  role  of  predatory  insects;  the  latter  problem  is 
concerned  with  insect  predators  of  forest  insects  at  Lake  Opinicon 
and  of  mosquito  larvae  in  the  Canadian  North.  Investigations 
of  the  survival  of  bacteria  during  metamorphosis  of  the  housefly 
are  nearing  completion.  Significant  advance  has  been  made  in 
studies  of  Serratia  marcescens  as  an  insect  pathogen. 

Studies  of  the  effect  of  Botulinum  toxin  on  invertebrates 
have  been  completed.  Progress  is  being  made  in  attempts  to 
produce  immunity  against  the  effects  of  biting  flies.  An  investiga¬ 
tion  of  the  possibilities  of  control  of  the  larch  sawfly  by  means 
of  bacterial  pathogens  has  been  initiated.  A  study  of  the  com¬ 
parative  internal  anatomy  of  sawflv  larvae  has  been  completed. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Curran 

Research  work  at  the  Queen’s  University  biological  station 
at  Lake  Opinicon  was  conducted  from  May  until  mid-September. 
Two  staff  members  were  resident  at  the  station  for  the  entire 
summer  and  a  number  of  research  assistants  were  employed. 
Studies  were  conducted  in  various  fields  which  included  some  of 
the  following  items.  A  preliminary  plankton  survey  was  carried 
out  which  o;ave  valuable  data  for  further  work.  Studies  were 
continued  on  the  relation  of  the  bottom  fauna  to  the  substrates. 
A  large  number  of  bottom  samples  were  taken  on  which  work 
was  continued  during  the  winter.  A  creel  census  was  carried  out 
to  determine  the  availability  of  game  fish  to  the  angler  and  some 
work  was  done  on  the  apparent  hybridization  between  bluegills 
and  the  common  sunfish.  A  survey  of  photo-synthesis  and  re¬ 
spiration  of  several  aquatic  plants  was  conducted  by  two  research 
assistants. 


Dr.  H.  M.  Good 

During  1950  studies  of  heart  rots  of  sugar  maple  were  con¬ 
tinued  at  the  biological  station  and  at  the  University.  Two  types 
of  investigation  were  carried  out,  viz.,  histological  studies  of 
decayed  maple  wood,  and  studies  of  conditions  in  the  living  tree 
which  may  influence  infection  or  decay.  One  paper,  Histological 
Studies  of  Sugar  Maple  decayed  by  Polyporus  glomeratus  Peck , 
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has  recently  been  submitted,  and  studies  of  the  carbon  dioxide 
and  oxygen  content  of  air  in  maple  trees,  the  effects  of  these  gases 
on  growth  of  maple  heart  rot  fungi,  and  the  changes  in  pH  which 
accompany  decay,  are  nearing  completion.

Researches  in  progress  include:

The  work  on  the  protective  colloid  index  and  polarograms 
in  cancer  as  reported  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada  June  1950 
has  been  extended  to  include  rats  with  small  tumours,  Rockland 
strain  mice  with  spontaneous  mammary  tumours  and  CAFX  strain 
mice  innoculated  with  type  A  carcinoma.  This  work  was  done 
with  Mr.  D.  J.  Boyd  under  grant  from  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  of  Canada.  The  gelation  of  inorganic  sols  is  being  in¬ 
vestigated  in  the  colloid  laboratory  with  the  assistance  of  Messrs. 
West,  Cohen,  Maziak  and  Hill. 

Dr.  R.  Y.  Moir 

The  following  researches  have  been  carried  out: 

(1)  With  Mr.  A.  L.  Promislow:  The  reaction  of  formal¬ 

dehyde  with  2-bromo-veratric  acid.

Departments  of  Geology  and  Mineralogy 
Dr.  J.  E.  Hawley 

Spectrographic  research  has  been  continued  on  the  analysis 
of  the  platinum  group  metals  in  refinery  sponge  and  in  minerals. 
New  methods  have  been  developed  for  the  analysis  of  six  to 
nine  elements  in  platinum,  palladium  and  iridium  while  work 
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is  still  in  progress  on  rhodium  and  ruthenium.  For  the  determin¬ 
ation  of  platinum  group  metals  in  sulphide  ores  a  new  method 
of  quantitative  analysis  of  these  as  well  as  of  gold  and  silver  has 
been  developed  using  assay  beads  in  a  lead  matrix.  Further 
studies  of  sulphides  in  Ontario  and  Quebec  as  well  as  of  platinum 
bearing  uranium  ores  are  being  made  with  the  co-operation  of 
Professor  T.  V.  Lord.

Two  devices  developed  by  W.  J.  Wark,  spectrographer,  which 
have  assisted  greatly  in  spectrographie  analyses,  consist  of  a 
special  pelleting  mold  for  mounting  samples  on  electrodes  and 
a  chamber  to  house  the  electrodes  in  which  a  carbon  dioxide 
atmosphere  replaces  air  and  eliminates  cyanogen  band  spectra 
which  interfere  with  diagnostic  spectral  lines  of  many  elements.

R.  J.  Traill  has  synthesized  and  made  x-ray  studies  on  uranium 
sulphates  and  H.  A.  Laine  has  been  studying  the  synthesis  of 
zircon-thorite-uranothorite  minerals  assisted  by  a  National  Re¬ 
search  Council  grant.  R.  Wheeler  has  made  x-ray  studies  of 
Ni  (N03)2.6H20  and  Mg(N03)2.6H20.  L.  F.  Keating  has  studied 
pisanite  (Cu,Fe)S04.7H20  from  Flin  Flon,  Manitoba,  and  E.  L. 
Piitz,  rathite,  sartorite  from  Binn  valley,  Switzerland  by  x-ray 
methods.

Department  of  Medicine 
Dr.  Malcolm  Brown 

Work  on  the  constitutional  and  psychological  characteristics 
of  patients  with  gastro-intestinal  disorders  has  been  continued 
and  an  analysis  of  the  results  of  the  Thematic  Apperception  test 
has  been  completed.  A  group  of  cases  of  ulcerative  colitis  are 
being  treated  with  cortisone.  The  effect  of  ACTH  and  cortisone 
on  haemolysis  in  vivo  is  also  being  studied  and  the  general  in¬ 
vestigation  of  haemolytic  anaemias  has  been  extended.  In  the 
summer  of  1950  another  group  went  to  Southampton  Island, 
N.W.T.,  and  continued  the  studies  previously  begun  on  the  peri¬ 
pheral  circulation  of  the  Eskimo  and  its  relation  to  cold  acclima¬ 
tization.

While  Dr.  Robertson  was  in  Britain,  Mrs.  Hopkinson  carried 
on  work  with  the  lymphatics  of  the  cervix  but,  unfortunately, 
had  to  retire  from  the  department  in  October.  Dr.  Clow  came 
to  the  department  in  September  and  started  an  investigation  of 
the  oral  absorption  of  progesterone. 

Department  of  Pathology 
Dr.  }ohn  Hamilton 

During  the  past  year  work  in  this  department  has  continued 
on  lesions  produced  in  tissue  as  the  result  of  hypersensitivity. 
A  joint  research  project  with  the  University  of  Toronto  on  the 
effect  of  cortisone  on  experimental  glomerulonephritis  has  been 
finished.  Work  has  continued  on  the  fate  of  the  experimental 
glomeruleonephritis  and  the  effect  of  ascorbic  acid  on  the  lesions. 
The  problem  on  wound  infection  is  being  terminated.  The  pro¬ 
ject  being  carried  out  for  the  R.C.A.F.  on  exposure  creams  has 
been  completed.

Drs.  W.  A.  Jones  and  W.  D.  Hay  are  attempting  to  determine 
the  occurrence  of  the  histoplasm  and  tuberculin  reactors  in  the 
Kingston  district  and  to  study  the  relationships  to  calcification  in 
the  chest.  They  have  decided  to  study  the  occurrence  of  calcified 
lesions  in  the  abdomen  and  would  like  to  study  lymphoid  tissues 
for  the  presence  of  histoplasm  capsulations  when  available  in 
surgical  specimens. 
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Department  of  Pharmacology 
Dr.  E.  M.  Boyd 

1.  With  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Glen  Fowkes,  adenosine-5- 
phosphoric  acid  was  found  to  inhibit  the  neutropenic  action  of 
aminopterin. 

2.  A  study  of  the  lipid  composition  of  the  Walker  tumour 
256  during  stages  of  its  growth  has  been  completed, 

3.  With  the  assistance  of  Miss  Barbara  Angus,  Mr.  C.  Boyd 
and  Air.  B.  Hay,  several  combinations  of  diphenhydramine  were 
screened  for  their  ability  to  prevent  emesis  induced  by  apo- 
morphine. 

4.  With  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  S.  Bidwell,  B.A.,  benadryl 
hydrochloride  has  been  found  to  have  no  significant  effect  upon 
the  output  and  composition  of  respiratorv  tract  fluid. 

5.  With  the  assistance  of  Miss  Carol  Kingsmill,  the  liver 
has  been  found  to  play  a  part  in  the  detoxification  of  tetra¬ 
ethylthiuram  disulphide  or  antabuse. 

Dr.  H.  D.  McEwen 

The  study  of  the  liver  of  tumor-bearing  animals  has  been 
continued  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  National  Cancer  In¬ 
stitute  of  Canada.  This  investigation  includes  the  determination 
of  the  effect  on  the  composition  of  the  liver  of  partial  removal, 
alterations  in  diet  and  administration  of  certain  drugs.  A  histo¬ 
logical  study  of  the  liver  of  tumor-bearing  animals  is  also  being 
made. 

Department  of  Physics 
Dr.  J.  A.  Gray 

During  the  past  year,  research  work  has  been  confined  to 
the  operation  of  the  synchrotron  and  to  a  study  of  the  properties 
of  the  X-rays  produced  by  70  MEV  electrons.  The  spectrum  of 
these  X-rays  is  being  found,  theories  of  X-ray  production  and 
absorption  are  being  tested  as  well  as  the  variation  of  ionisation 
with  energy  of  electrons.  It  so  happens  that  the  range  of  energies 
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we  are  using  is  a  suitable  one  for  these  purposes.  Twenty  or 
more  elements  have  been  irradiated  by  the  X-rays  and  extremely 
interesting  results  have  been  obtained  —  particular  emphasis  is 
being  placed  on  a  study  of  isotopes  of  long  period.  A  study  of 
the  X-ray  distribution  in  X-ray  phantoms  is  being  made.  A 
chemical  laboratory  designed  by  Dr.  D.  T.  Roberts  and  a  photo¬ 
graphic  room  have  been  built.  Researches  have  been  carried  out 
by  Drs.  Cave  and  Roberts,  and  Messrs.  Edwards,  Holloway, 
McDiarmid,  MacMillan  and  janzen.  We  are  very  much  indebted 
to  Dr.  Cave  and  Mr.  Janzen  for  looking  after  the  operation  of 
the  machine  and  to  General  Electric  engineers  for  giving  it  a 
thorough  overhauling  so  that  at  the  time  of  this  report,  it  is 
working  better  than  ever. 

Dr.  E.  E.  Watson 

During  the  summer  a  62-foot  motor-sailer  was  chartered  for 
a  trip  from  Woods  Hole  to  the  Gulf  Stream  for  measurements 
of  the  sub-surface  currents.  The  vessel  was  equipped  with  Loran, 
a  gasoline  winch  for  the  current  meter  cable,  and  spring  gear 
with  damping  to  minimize  the  effect  of  the  ship’s  roll  on  the 
suspended  current  meter.  First  a  series  of  measurements  was 
made  in  the  slope  water  about  200  miles  south  of  Woods  Hole. 
Xext  the  Gulf  Stream  was  located  by  bathythermograph  about 
100  miles  further  south  and  current  measurements  were  made 
at  various  depths,  down  to  500  meters,  while  the  ship  drifted  in 
a  south-easterly  direction  at  a  distance  of  36  miles  in  9  hours. 
Portions  were  taken  by  Loran  every  ten  minutes,  but  the  accu¬ 
racy  of  these  positions  was  rather  inadequate  for  obtaining  good 
valies  of  the  ship’s  velocity  between  individual  observations.  A 
furtier  series  of  measurements  was  taken  across  the  southern 
edge  of  the  Stream.  These  measurements  of  absolute  sub-surface 
velocities  in  the  Gulf  Stream  in  the  open  Atlantic  are  probably 
the  frst  that  have  ever  been  made. 

Dr.  J.  V.  Hughes 

Rssearch  on  the  determination  of  the  dielectric  constants  of 
gases  at  microwave  frequencies  has  continued.  A  method  of 
eliminating  random  fluctuations  in  the  results  has  been  incorpor¬ 
ated  in  the  apparatus,  and  a  more  accurate  method  of  determin- 


ation  developed.  For  determinations  on  dry  air,  the  method  of 
drying  the  air  has  been  improved,  and  the  results  now  compare 
satisfactorily  with  those  obtained  by  other  workers.  Some 
measurements  on  other  gases  have  also  been  made.  This  work 
has  been  carried  out  by  Mr.  H.  L.  Armstrong. 

Dr.  D.  T.  Roberts 

A  coincidence  type  of  scintillation  counter  has  been  built, 
including  a  rate-of-count  meter  which,  in  conjunction  with  a  strip 
recorder,  gives  a  permanent  record  of  the  disintegration  rate  of 
radioactive  elements.  This  has  been  used  to  measure  the  half- 
lives  of  radioactive  copper,  silver,  carbon,  phosphorus  and  indium, 
produced  by  the  Queens  synchrotron. 

Department  of  Surgery 
Dr.  D.  L.  C.  Bingham 

Dr.  L.  S.  Carey  is  carrying  out  a  research  into  the  information 
in  which  a  preliminary  injection  of  ACTH  is  given  to  patients 
about  to  undergo  major  surgery.  If  the  response  is  poor  to 
ACTH  or  cortisone  it  might  well  be  that  we  should  be  warned 
concerning  their  reaction  to  operation. 

Mr.  Bradfield  has  rendered  invaluable  assistance  to  many  cf 
us,  and  the  committee  wish  to  express  their  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  valuable  work  that  he  has  done.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARTS  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE 


The  Committee  dealt  with  a  number  of  requests  for  financial 
assistance  to  help  forward  some  research  projects.  In  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  system  of  rotating  membership  two  committee 
members,  Professors  Jeffery  and  Lower,  retired,  and  two  new 
members,  Professors  Blackburn  and  Estall,  were  elected  by  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  to  replace  them. 

The  following  research  projects  and  publications  are  re¬ 
ported  to  be  in  progress: 


Professor  H.  Alexander,  in  collaboration  with  Mr.  Llewellyn 
}ones  of  Harvard  University,  has  translated  three  contemporary 
Swedish  plays.  These  are  to  be  published  by  the  Princeton  Uni¬ 
versity  Press  for  the  American-Scandinavian  Foundation. 

Professor  K.  G.  Crawford  is  investigating  the  causes  of  urban 
growth  which  give  rise  to  demand  for  adjustment  of  boundaries 
of  urban  municipalities,  the  methods  which  have  been  adopted 
in  Canada  and  elsewhere  to  deal  with  the  problem,  the  procedures 
which  have  been  found  most  satisfactory  in  dealing  with  the  prob¬ 
lem,  and  possible  alternative  solutions. 


Professor  H.  W.  Hilborn  is  preparing  a  book  to  be  entitled: 

The  Evolution  of  Calderons  Dramatic  Art. 

Professor  R.  L.  Jeffery  has  finished  a  book  entitled:  Funda¬ 
mentals  of  the  Real  Variable  Theory.  The  book  is  now  in 
press.  He  has  also  completed  a  monograph  on  Non-absolutely 
Convergent  Integrals  and  this  has  been  accepted  for  publication 
bv  the  Proceedings  of  the  Canadian  Mathematical  Congress. 

Professor  A.  M.  Lower  is  writing  two  books;  one  on  Canadian 
Foreign  Policy  in  its  more  recent  historical  aspects  and  the  second 
on  our  literal  institutions. 

Professor  J.  L.  MacDougall  is  working  with  a  student  on  the 
relative  movements  in  time  of  wages,  wholesale  prices,  and  retail 
prices. 

Mr.  Jem  Ogier  is  working  on  a  thesis  for  the  doctorate  of  the 
University  )f  Paris.  The  thesis  is  entitled:  Le  Naturelisme  fran- 
gais  d’apret.  les  revues  britanniques. 
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Professor  Malcolm  Ross  is  investigating:  Christian  Symbolism 
in  English  Poetry  of  the  Earlier  Seventeenth  Century. 

Professor  J.  M.  Shaw  has  finished  a  book,  soon  to  be  pub¬ 
lished,  entitled:  The  System  of  Christian  Doctrine.  He  is  start¬ 
ing  another  book  to  be  entitled:  The  Philosophy  of  the  Christian 
Religion. 

Professor  G.  Shortlilfe,  in  collaboration  with  Edouard  Sonet, 
has  written  a  Standard  French  Grammar  and  Composition.  This 
book  is  to  be  published  by  Harcourt,  Brace  and  Company  in 
January,  1952.  He  is  preparing  for  publication  an  edition  of  the 
correspondence  of  Henri  Rochefort  and  also  preparing  an  article 
on  the  relations  between  Rochefort  and  Victor  Hugo. 

Professor  S.  E.  Smethurst  is  investigating  Cicero’s  political 
theory  in  relation  to  his  general  philosophy  of  life  with  especial 
emphasis  on  his  possible  debt  to  Isocrates. 

Professor  F.  M.  Wood  has  prepared  a  paper  on  the  Graphical 
Solution  of  the  Partial  Differential  Equations  of  Plane  Waves  in 
Elastic  Media,  to  be  published  as  a  technical  paper  of  the  En¬ 
gineering  Institute  of  Canada.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DEPARTMENT 


Art  classes  were  well  attended  this  year  as  in  the  past. 
Much  work  was  done  and  success  was  attained  at  exhibitions. 

In  our  exhibitions  this  year  an  emphasis  was  made  on  the 
showing  of  works  by  local  artists;  the  first  by  Grant  Macdonald 
with  a  large  showing  of  portraits  and  paintings  in  his  well  known 
imaginative  manner.  Later  a  group  of  landscapes  from  Northern 
Ontario  and  seascapes  from  the  Maritimes  were  exhibited  by  Fred 
Rartlett.  The  year  concludes  with  a  large  exhibition  of  works 
by  the  members  of  the  Kingston  Art  Association  in  the  McLaughlin 
Room.

Zonta  Club,  Victoria  Home  and  School  Association,  Faculty 
Women’s  Club,  Kinsmen’s  Club  of  Rrockville,  Women’s  Canadian 
Club,  Quebec,  The  Federation  of  Canadian  Artists,  Montreal. 
Additions  to  the  collection  of  slides  will  be  necessary  to  continue 
this  work. 

So  as  to  be  able  to  see  paintings  that  had  been  studied 
during  summer  school,  a  large  group  of  students  went  to  New 
York  by  bus  for  two  days.  They  were  conducted  by  Mr.  Henri 
Masson  and  myself  through  the  Galleries  of  the  Metropolitan 
Museum,  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  and  the  Frick  Collection. 

Portraits  and  paintings  in  the  collection  of  the  University 
have  been  inspected  again  this  year.  Eight  paintings  have  been 
sent  to  Mr.  Harbour  for  repairing  and  cleaning.  The  portrait 
of  Dr.  Grant  was  much  improved  after  cleaning.  The  frame 
was  toned  to  harmonize  with  the  painting. 

Three  paintings  were  added  to  the  collection  this  year  —  the 
portraits  of  Dr.  R.  C.  Wallace  and  Col.  R.  S.  McLaughlin,  both 
for  Wallace  Hall,  and  the  portrait  of  Hon.  Charles  Dunning  for 
the  Roard  Room.

First-term  concert  (in  Grant  Hall) 

The  Queen’s  Madrigal  Singers  presented  a  group  of  madrigals 
of  the  16th  and  17th  centuries.  The  Queen’s  Symphony  Orchestra 
played  Vaughan  Williams’  Suite  on  English  Folksongs.  The 
two  groups  combined  to  perform  Brahms’  work  for  chorus  and 
orchestra,  The  Song  of  Destiny. 

Rotary  International  Festival  of  Music 

The  orchestra  (reduced  to  strings  and  piano  (for  harpsi¬ 
chord))  entered  two  classes.  With  the  Fifth  Brandenburg  Con¬ 
certo  of  Bach  they  received  first-class  grading,  making  one  of 
the  highest  marks  given  in  the  Festival.  As  a  result,  they  were 
awarded  the  International  Trophy  for  the  best  instrumental  group 
performance  of  the  Festival,  which  carries  a  cash  award  of  $100.00. 
The  orchestra  received  a  further  cash  prize  of  $50.00  for  their 
grading  in  their  class.  With  the  instrumental  music  from  Purcell’s 
Dido  and  Aeneas,  the  orchestra  placed  second,  and  received  an 
additional  cash  award  of  $25.00. 

Opera 

As  their  major  production  of  the  year,  the  Madrigal  Singers 
and  the  Orchestra  presented  Purcell’s  opera  Dido  and  Aeneas  for 
two  nights  in  Convocation  Hall.  Stage  direction  was  by  Arthur 
Todd,  costumes  were  designed  by  Mrs.  Angus,  and  stage  lighting 
was  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Angus.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DRAMA  DEPARTMENT 


Dramatics  has  had  a  good  year,  as  full  and  active  as  circum¬ 
stances  allow.  For  most  of  the  participants,  dramatics  is  extra¬ 
curricular  and  must  be  its  own  reward.  Fortunately,  there  is  a 
very  ample  number  with  talent  or  industry  for  whom  this  is  reward 
enough.  Interest  produces  workers  whose  results  produce  support. 

The  major  productions  of  this  past  year  were  Shakespeare’s 
Othello  in  November  and  Marv  Chase’s  Pulitzer  Prize- winning 

J  O 

Harvey  in  February.  With  the  Shakespearean  tragedy  and  the 
modern  farcical  fantasy  Queen’s  Drama  Guild  demonstrated  its 
versatility,  maintained  its  prestige,  and  satisfied  varied  tastes. 

Six  of  the  principals  in  Othello  began  work  in  the  summer 
vacation.  By  the  time  of  its  performance,  a  total  of  fifty-five 
students  had  contributed  considerably,  on  stage  and  back  stage, 
to  the  complete  production.  The  printed  programme  for  Harvey 
gave  credit  to  forty  students.  Some  of  these  had  been  involved 
in  previous  productions  and  were  either  repeating  the  same  kind 
of  service  or  gaining  new  experience  in  a  different  contribution. 

Each  major  production  was  performed  three  times  in  Kings¬ 
ton  and  once  out  of  town.  Othello  was  sponsored  in  Brock ville 
by  the  Lions  Club  and  Harvey  went  to  Belleville,  sponsored  by 
the  Belleville  Branch  of  the  Queen’s  Alumni  Association.  Queen’s 
Drama  Guild  had  not  previously  performed  in  either  of  these 
cities  but  it  now  seems  likely  that  in  both  a  series  of  annual  visits 
will  follow.  A  General  Hospital  fund  in  Brockville  and  a  scholar¬ 
ship  fund  in  Belleville  benefited  materially  and  the  Guild  gained 
respect  for  the  quality  of  its  entertainment. 

Other  stage  productions  of  the  past  year  were  a  number  of 
one-act  plays  performed  at  club  meetings  for  members  only.  The 
Guild  also  supported  the  Intervarsity  Drama  League  by  sending 
an  entry  to  the  annual  one-act  play  festival  held  this  year  at  the 
University  of  Western  Ontario. 

Two  festivals  were  staged  in  Convocation  Hall.  Late  in 
February  there  was  the  Fourth  Annual  Eastern  Ontario  Secondary 
School  Drama  Festival,  presented  by  the  department.  Out  of 
nine  schools  that  originally  entered,  only  six  finally  competed: 
Athens  High  School,  Belleville  Collegiate,  Brockville  Collegiate, 
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Kingston  Collegiate,  Peterborough  Collegiate  and  Regiopolis 
College.  Of  these,  Athens  appeared  for  the  first  time.  Again 
it  can  be  said  that  year  by  year  the  quality  of  performance  in 
this  festival  improves.  The  festival  is  appreciated  by  the  par¬ 
ticipants  and,  though  it  is  competitive,  it  is  developing  a  com¬ 
mendable  amount  of  friendly  emulation.  In  March  the  Eastern 
Ontario  Regional  Festival  returned  to  Kingston  with  the  University 
as  host  and  Dr.  Angus  as  chairman. 


Students  continued  to  devote  much  time  and  care  to  the 
broadcasts  of  the  Queen’s  Radio  Workshop  of  the  Drama  Guild. 
Every  Thursday  evening  from  early  October  to  the  end  of 
February  there  was  a  three-hour  or  four-hour  broadcast  from  the 
campus  station,  CFRC.  In  these  we  enjoyed  the  necessary  help 
and  generous  co-operation  of  the  department  of  electrical  engineer¬ 
ing  and  its  senior  students.  A  good  many  students  got  training 
and  experience  in  the  various  arts  of  radio.  Much  of  the  material 
was  original  and  topical,  and  benefited  by  the  instruction  of 
Margaret  Angus  whose  service,  as  assistant  in  the  department,  was 
especially  appreciated  in  radio  and  in  costuming. 

We  continued  the  summer  policy  of  encouraging  Canadian 
play  writing.  In  1950  two  new  plays  received  first  production: 
Time  of  Grace ,  a  full-length  play  about  the  Rronte  family,  by 
Hilda  Mary  Hooke  of  London,  Ontario,  and  A  Date  for  Judy ,  a 
one-aet  comedy  by  Margaret  Angus. 

Again,  with  pleasure  I  acknowledge  a  debt  to  the  production 
staffs  of  the  Drama  Guild  for  additions  to  the  stock  of  scenery 
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and  other  equipment,  especially  for  the  very  effective  costumes 
for  Othello.  A  number  of  friends  have  also  made  valuable  dona¬ 
tions  from  their  attics  and  cupboards.  We  shall  need  storage 
space  into  which  to  expand.  The  costume  collection  has  acquired 
its  own  reputation.  The  Canadian  National  Exhibition  borrows 
from  it  and  we  get  numerous  requests  for  loans  and  advice. 

It  is  a  pleasure,  also,  to  report  co-operation  with  other 
groups,  on  and  off  the  campus,  that  was  mutually  enjoyed.  The 
department  made  a  contribution,  in  costuming  and  staging,  to 
the  Glee  Club’s  opera,  and  with  the  Faculty  Players  has  shared 

facilities  and  service.  .

REPORT  ON  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


The  Programme  for  Men 

The  playing  fields,  tennis  courts,  gymnasium  and  swimming 
pool  have  been  used  to  the  maximum  during  the  past  year. 
Regular  classes  were  organized  in  physical  education  for  all  fresh¬ 
men  and  instructional  classes  in  swimming  were  held  regularly 
for  members  of  the  freshman  year  who  were  found  to  be  unable 
to  swim. 

Intramural  athletics  again  proved  very  popular  and  16  groups 
were  represented  in  the  Bews  competition,  6  from  the  medical 
faculty,  4  from  arts,  4  from  science,  1  from  physical  and  health 
education  and  1  from  theology  and  industrial  relations  combined. 
The  trophy  was  won  by  Science  ’52.  Arts  ’52  and  Physical  and 
Health  Education  finished  2nd  and  3rd  in  the  competition.  A 
strong  student  committee  was  appointed  during  the  year  to  assist 
in  the  administration  of  the  intramural  programme.  Prof.  John 
F.  Edwards  is  faculty  adviser  to  this  committee  and  the  success 
of  the  programme  is  due  entirely  to  the  efforts  of  the  committee 
members  and  of  Mr.  Edwards.  It  is  estimated  that  more  than 
50%  of  the  student  body  has  taken  part  in  the  intramural  athletic 
programme. 

During  the  year  the  A1  Corlett  Trophy  was  presented  for 
yearly  competition  in  intramural  cross-country  skiing.  It  is  with 
pride  that  we  remember  this  ex-student. 

The  Programme  for  Women 

The  programme  of  physical  education  for  women  included 
participation  in  intercollegiate  athletics,  in  intramural  competition 
and  in  required  activities  for  all  first  year  students. 

Intercollegiate  tournaments  were  held  in  archery  at  McGill, 
tennis  at  McMaster,  swimming  at  Queen’s,  badminton  at  Toronto 
and  basketball  at  Western.  At  least  five  universities  or  colleges 
were  represented  in  each  tournament.  The  Queen’s  team  ranked 
2nd  in  basketball  and  3rd  in  each  of  the  remaining  four  com¬ 
petitions. 
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Well  organized  intramural  leagues  and  competitions  were 
conducted  for  women  students  in  soft  ball,  basketball,  hockey, 
tennis,  swimming,  badminton,  bowling  and  archery.  The  par¬ 
ticipants  were  enthusiastic  and  the  programme  was  a  source  of 
great  satisfaction.  In  addition  six  different  basketball  teams  re- 
presented  the  University  in  the  Kingston  City  Basketball  League. 

Eleven  different  sports  are  included  in  the  activities  provided 
in  the  required  programme  for  first  year  women  students.  Tennis, 
basketball,  swimming,  badminton  and  volleyball  proved  most 
popular. 

The  programme  for  women  students  has  been  under  the 
capable  direction  of  Miss  Marion  Ross  who  has  been  ably 
assisted  through  the  year  by  Mrs.  Bernard  Wallis  and  by  two 
student  assistants,  Miss  Helen  Holomego  and  Miss  Carolyn 
Morden. 

The  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education 

The  School  of  Phvsical  and  Health  Education  which  was 
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established  at  the  commencement  of  the  1947  term,  graduated  a 
class  of  seven  members  in  May  1950  and  enrolled  27  students 
in  the  first  year  in  September  1950.  This  course  had  an  enroll¬ 
ment  in  the  four  years  as  follows:

All  members  registered  in  this  course  have  applied  themselves  in 
a  serious  manner  and  the  staff  are  very  proud  of  the  members  of 
the  4th  year  who  are  the  second  group  of  graduates  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  from 
Queen’s. 

Late  in  the  year  space  was  found  for  a  small  lecture  room 
off  the  main  corridor  of  the  gymnasium  building  and  this  room 
meets  a  pressing  need.  It  will  be  used  extensively  by  the  students 
in  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  and  as  a  general 
meeting  place  in  this  very  busy  building.

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REPORT  OF  ATHLETIC  BOARD  OF  CONTROL 


This  session  Queen’s  teams  competed  in  the  following  nine 
senior  intercollegiate  sports:  football,  basketball,  boxing,  wrest¬ 
ling,  track,  harrier,  ski,  badminton,  and  golf.  Levana  teams  par¬ 
ticipated  in  basketball,  archery,  tennis,  swimming  and  hockey. 
In  non-intercollegiate  sports  teams  played  hockey  in  Senior  B 
and  Junior  O.H.A.  groups  and  in  the  Kingston  City  League.  In¬ 
termediate  and  junior  basketball  teams  were  entered  in  local 
groups  of  the  Ontario  Basketball  Association. 

Queen’s  were  tied  and  were  awarded  a  co-championship  in 
senior  boxing  with  McGill.  Another  co-championship  was  attained 
by  our  basketball  team  playing  in  the  Ottawa  -  St.  Lawrence 
Conference. 

Our  hockey  teams  won  the  championship  trophies  of  both 
senior  and  junior  section  of  the  Kingston  City  Hockey  League. 
The  junior  team  won  the  O.H.A.  group  but  were  compelled  to 
withdraw  from  the  Ontario  playdowns  because  of  the  lateness 
of  the  season. 

Queen’s  were  hosts  to  the  intercollegiate  ski  meet  which  was 
held  at  Ottawa  in  February  under  the  capable  direction  of  Prof. 
J.  F.  Edwards.  Queen’s  placed  second  in  this  meet  of  nine  teams 
and  won  three  individual  intercollegiate  championships. 

Levana  teams  placed  second  in  intercollegiate  basketball  and 
won  the  title  in  the  ladies  senior  Kingston  basketball  league. 

The  senior  football  team  played  through  a  rather  peculiar 
series.  They  defeated  Western  twice  and  lost  the  rest  of  their 
games.  Western  however  won  the  intercollegiate  title.  The 
intermediates  finished  in  second  place  in  the  Ottawa-St.  Lawrence 
Conference. 

Altogether  our  teams  were  awarded  six  intercollegiate  cham¬ 
pionship  medals  —  3  for  boxing  and  3  for  skiing,  and  twenty-three 
intercollegiate  silver  badges  for  boxing,  skiing  and  basketball. 

A  very  intensive  programme  of  intramural  athletics  was  suc¬ 
cessfully  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Edwards  and 
his  associates  with  Science  ’52  winning  the  James  G.  Bews 
trophy. 
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The  gymnasium  aud  Jock  Harty  arena  were  both  used  con¬ 
tinuously  during  the  season  by  our  students. 

Our  appreciation  is  expressed  to  our  coaches,  Mr.  Frank 
Tindall,  Mr.  Andy  Mullan  and  Mr.  Edwards  in  football,  to  Mr. 
John  Carr-Harris  in  hockey,  to  Mr.  Tindall,  Mr.  Norm  Harry, 
Mr.  Al  Lenard  and  Mr.  Orm  Weir  in  basketball,  to  Mr.  Jarvis 
in  boxing,  to  Mr.  Saylor  in  wrestling,  to  Mr.  McDonell  in  track 
and  harrier,  to  Mr.  Edwards  in  ski,  and  to  Mr.  Ken  Gow  in 
swimming. 

We  also  gratefully  acknowledge  the  valued  services  rendered 
in  the  direction  of  the  athletic  programme  by  Prof.  F.  L.  Bartlett. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of 
our  old  friend  and  faithful  colleague  —  Alfie  Pierce.  Well  known 
to  all  Queen’s  graduates  for  sixty  years,  Alfie  passed  on  on 
February  13th,  1951,  and  we  buried  him  in  Cataraqui  Cemetery 
on  February  15th.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


The  general  health  of  the  students  appears  to  have  been 
much  as  in  previous  years.  Attendance  at  sick  parades  was 
fairly  heavy  throughout  most  of  the  year,  but  the  vast  majority 
of  cases  consisted  of  respiratory  infections  and  minor  injuries. 
The  nursing  service  at  Ban  Righ  Hall  was  most  efficiently  carried 
out.  It  provided  the  women  students  with  a  convenient  source 
of  treatment  for  minor  illness,  and  left  the  medical  officer  free 
to  spend  more  time  with  the  sicker  patients. 

Cases  of  communicable  disease  were  remarkably  few,  con¬ 
sisting,  in  the  second  term,  of  two  cases  of  chicken  pox,  three 
cases  of  german  measles,  and  one  case  of  mumps.  Cases  pf  in¬ 
fectious  mononucleosis  were  relatively  common  among  the 
students.  This  illness  forced  one  girl  to  withdraw  from  University 
during  the  second  term  of  her  final  year,  and  produced  some 
weeks  of  indifferent  health  in  several  other  students. 

The  Ontario  Department  of  Health  conducted  a  chest  x-ray 
survey  on  first  and  final  year  students  in  January,  1951.  A  total 
of  1282  students  were  examined.  No  cases  of  frankly  active  tuber¬ 
culosis  were  discovered.  Two  students  showed  pulmonary 
shadows  which  are  probably  of  tuberculous  origin,  but  whose 
activity  is  questionable.  Seventeen  others  showed  a  variety  of 
abnormalities  which  are  probably  of  no  importance.  The  students 
with  abnormal  chest  x-rays  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  of 
Ongwanada  Sanatorium  for  further  study,  and  those  who  return 
to  college  next  year  will  be  re-examined.  The  co-operation  of 
the  sanatorium  staff  in  this  work  deserves  special  praise. 

A  small  number  of  students  required  psychiatric  assistance 
during  the  year,  but  there  were  no  severe  psychiatric  disturbances. 

The  new  student  health  plan  appears  to  be  working  quite 
well.  A  few  adjustments  to  it  will  probably  be  required  as  ex¬ 
perience  accumulates,  but  the  plan,  as  a  whole,  seems  sound.

Training 

The  training  syllabus  as  laid  down  by  Naval  Headquarters 
is  followed  as  closely  as  possible.  However,  to  increase  interest, 
well  known  outside  speakers  were  invited  to  lecture  to  the  cadets 
as  follows: 

Lt.  General  Guy  Simonds  —  Special  Topic;  Col.  W.  R.  Sawyer 
—  Special  Topic;  Captain  Davidson  —  Construction  of  submarines 
and  general  submarine  tactics  during  the  1939-1945  war. 

Training  was  held  each  Wednesday  night  from  4  October 
1950  to  19  March,  1951.  The  drill  night  commences  with  Divisions 
held  at  1910,  followed  by  four  forty  minute  training  periods  and 
concludes  with  Evening  Quarters  at  2220.  A  ten  minute  Stand 
Easy  period  is  piped  at  2050. 
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Training  Syllabi 

Training  for  first  year  cadets  consists  mainly  of  naval  history, 
disciplinary  training  (field  training)  and  navigation.  Training  for 
second  and  third  year  executive  cadets  is  centered  around  naviga¬ 
tion.  Branch  training  was  given  to  medical,  engineering  and 
supply  cadets. 

Recruiting 

Recruiting  results  for  the  fall  of  1950  were  satisfactory,  with 
thirty-three  applications  to  fill  the  first  year  division  for  which 
there  were  twenty  vacancies. 

Promotion 

On  completion  of  the  Final  Selection  Board,  which  was  com¬ 
prised  of  officers  from  Naval  Headquarters,  and  held  at  Queen’s 
University  26  January,  1951,  sixteen  students  who  had  entered  as 
Ordinary  Seamen,  were  promoted  to  Cadet  R.C.N.(R). 

Since  1  January  1951  six  cadets  have  been  promoted  to  sub 
lieutenants.  One  of  these  has  elected  to  enter  the  Permanent 
Force.  In  addition,  nine  other  cadets  have  been  recommended 
for  promotion  to  sub  lieutenant. 

Commanding  Officer 

Lieut.  (L)  A.  F.  Holloway  reassumed  command  of  the 
U.N.T.D.  12  February,  1951,  relieving  Lieut.  P.  M.  Cornell  who 
carried  out  this  duty  in  his  absence. 

Training  ended  on  19  March,  1951  with  the  U.N.T.D.  annual 
dinner  held  in  McLaughlin  Hall.  The  full  complement  of  cadets 
attended  and  were  addressed  by  Dr.  [Wallace  and  Lieut.

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REPORT  OF  THE  QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY  CONTINGENT 

COTC 


Since  the  release  of  the  COTC  trust  fund  to  the  Contingent, 
the  quarters  in  the  Students’  Union  have  been  furnished  and 
decorated.  A  mural  representing  the  activities  of  the  Canadian 
army  in  the  world  war  of  1939-45  by  Miss  Martha  Jamieson  of 
Kingston  adds  a  note  of  unique  distinction  to  the  lounge  and  to 
the  cultural  expression  of  Canadians. 

Funds  have  been  allotted  from  the  trust  for  five  annual  COTC 
scholarships,  four  of  $150.00  and  one  of  $50.00,  the  cost  of  which 
is  given  automatically  to  the  winner  of  the  Hayunga  Scholarship.

Enlistment  in  the  COTC  continues  to  fall,  partly,  it  seems, 
because  of  a  failure  to  recognize  the  value  of  a  supply  of  trained 
or  even  partially  trained  officers,  and  a  tendency  to  leave  the 
initiative  to  the  government  and  the  enemy.  It  can  be  said,  how¬ 
ever,  that  64  commissions  have  been  granted  this  year,  and  that 
9  are  pending.  The  unit  strength  at  April  1,  1951,  is  89  for 
an  establishment  of  129,  the  latter  being  a  reduction  from  150 
in  1949. 

The  Contingent  has  been  internally  healthy.  The  cadets  re¬ 
quested  that  uniforms  be  worn  at  lectures  as  an  element  in  esprit 
de  corps  and  to  obtain  recognition  on  the  campus.  Range  firing 
has  been  compulsory  for  all  cadets  for  the  first  time  since  the 


war.  In  February  an  inter-university  shoot  was  held  at  Toronto 
for  the  tri-service  units  in  Ontario  universities.  Queen’s  UNTD 
placed  second  and  the  COTC  fourth  among  the  nine  teams.  The 
shoot  will  be  held  in  Kingston  in  1952. 

The  Contingent  has  great  difficulty  in  recruiting  contingent 
officers,  and  will  have  to  enlist  other  than  Queen’s  staff  members 
next  fall  if  the  same  scarcity  of  officer  material  with  time  to 
devote  to  COTC  training  persists.

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REPORT  OF  RCAF  RESERVE  UNIVERSITY  FLIGHT 


Since  its  formation  in  1949  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force 
(Reserve)  University  Flight  at  Queen’s  has  made  steady  progress 
and  now  has  two  sections  of  the  final  three  section  flight.  The 
unit  is  commanded  by  Squadron  Leader  J.  E.  Wright,  who  has 
on  his  staff  one  RCAF  (Regular)  Officer  and  one  RCAF 
(Regular)  NCO. 

Due  to  the  erection  of  Clark  Hall  on  the  site  of  the  COTC 
gunshed,  this  building  was  moved  across  the  road,  and  RUF 
Queen’s  now  shares  it  with  Technical  Supplies. 

The  first  year  flight  was  recruited  to  a  strength  of  24  and 
their  winter  lecture  programme  completed  on  29  March  1951. 
They  then  proceeded  to  RMC  Kingston  for  an  eight  week  in¬ 
doctrination  course  before  going  to  their  respective  trade  schools. 

The  second  year  flight  in  1950  had  a  most  profitable  and 
enjoyable  summer  at  RCAF  London  and  various  training  schools. 
Their  winter  lecture  programme  of  25  hours  was  completed  on 
the  20  February  1951. 

In  the  summer  of  1951  these  cadets  again  joined  RCAF  units. 
Those  students  in  the  technical  branches  continued  their  trade 
training,  while  non  technical  members  went  on  supervised  em¬ 
ployment  at  stations  ranging  from  Goose  Bay  Labrador  to  the 
West  coast.  Aircrew  continued  their  flying  training  at  Centralia, 
Ont.,  Clinton,  Ont.,  and  Summerside,  PEI.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NAVIGATION 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  the  report  on  the 
thirty-seventh  session  of  the  Navigation  School. 

As  expected,  the  number  of  men  registered  was  considerably 
less  than  that  of  last  season.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  most 
of  the  operators  of  excursion  boats  on  the  river  now  have  their 
certificates.  There  will  be  probably  a  few  new  operators  each 
year  seeking  certificates. 

Fifteen  men  registered,  of  whom  eleven  wrote  the  examina¬ 
tions  set  by  the  Dominion  examiner.  Of  these,  nine  were  success¬ 
ful.  One  man  unfortunately  was  found  to  be  colour  blind  and 
hence  could  not  receive  his  standing  in  spite  of  excellent  work. 
There  were  three  men  who  attended  to  review  work  as  a  refresher 
course. 

Certificates  were  awarded  as  follows:

Temporary  Master  .  2 


Two  things  might  be  noted.  The  examinations  are  increasing 
in  difficulty  so  that  throughout  the  province  the  record  of  failures 
is  fairly  high.  The  record  of  the  men  trained  in  our  school  is 
attracting  attention  because  of  the  excellent  results  obtained  by 
them.  This  is  due  largely  to  the  excellent  instruction  given  by 
Captain  Downey.  The  other  item  of  interest  is  the  fact  that  only 
two  of  the  men  registered  came  from  Kingston.  The  remainder 
were  from  lake  and  river  ports  as  far  away  as  Prescott.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALMA  MATER  SOCIETY 


The  biggest  issue  facing  the  Alma  Mater  Society  executive 
this  year  has  been  the  problem  of  rising  costs  and  falling  revenues. 
For  three  years  the  A.M.S.  has  been  operating  at  a  deficit,  which 
has  been  met  by  using  the  surplus  accumulated  during  the  war 
and  early  postwar  years.  This  year’s  deficit  wipes  out  the  last  of 
the  surplus  funds. 

Last  fall,  when  it  was  apparent  there  would  be  another  deficit, 
the  A.M.S.  took  steps  to  meet  the  situation.  The  price  of  the 
Tricolor  was  boosted  from  $5  to  $6,  the  highest  in  history.  The 
number  of  issues  of  the  Journal  was  reduced  from  40  to  39  issues 
(during  the  war  the  number  of  pages  was  cut  down  from  eight 
to  six  and  this  policy  is  still  in  effect).  Membership  in  the  National 
Federation  of  Canadian  University  Students  was  dropped.  In 
addition,  many  minor  savings  were  effected  and  assistance  was 
withheld  from  several  projects  which  deserved  support. 

Despite  this  action,  there  was  still  a  substantial  deficit.  After 
careful  study  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  and  the  Plan¬ 
ning  and  Research  Committee  recommended  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  be  approached  for  an  increase  in  the  student  interest  fee. 
There  had  not  been  increase  in  the  fee  of  $2.25  since  the  present 
agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  University  in  1930,  with  the 
exception  of  an  additional  50  cent  levy  imposed  in  1948.  This 
increase  was  for  the  express  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintain¬ 
ing  an  A.M.S.  office  with  a  full-time  stenographer,  a  venture 
which  has  proven  most  valuable  and  useful.  The  trustees  have 
been  asked  to  approve  an  increase  of  $2.  On  the  basis  of  a 
registration  of  1900  next  year,  the  $2  would  increase  the  Society’s 
income  bv  $3,800.  The  increase  would  be  allocated  as  follows: 
A.M.S.,  75  cents;  Journal,  35  cents;  Tricolor,  40  cents;  Band, 
50  cents. 

If  the  Alma  Mater  Society  is  successful  in  having  the  increase 
approved,  it  is  proposed  to  reduce  the  price  of  the  Tricolor,  re¬ 
join  the  National  Federation  of  University  Students,  and  increase 
the  grant  to  the  Debating  Society  to  the  point  where  Queen’s 
might  once  more  be  able  to  afford  representation  in  intercollegiate 
competition.  If  the  increase  is  not  approved,  none  of  the  above 


can  be  effected  and,  in  addition,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  send  the 
band  to  any  of  the  away-from-home  games  or  to  establish  a 
welcoming  committee,  which  is  generally  felt  to  be  necessary  if 
Queen’s  is  to  provide  comparable  services  of  other  Canadian  uni¬ 
versities,  and  many  other  services  will  have  to  be  curtailed. 

One  useful  by-product  of  this  financial  crisis  is  the  fact  that 
the  affairs  of  the  society  are  being  conducted  on  a  more  business¬ 
like  basis  than  ever  before.  Our  auditors,  who  are  also  the  Uni¬ 
versity’s  auditors,  have  given  generous  assistance  in  establishing 
business  procedures  for  all  our  ventures.  Plans  for  the  future 
call  for  all  appointments  of  business  managers  to  be  made  from 
the  membership  of  the  Commerce  Club  and  such  managers  are 
to  be  given  instructions  in  accordance  with  recommendations  made 
by  the  auditors.  The  latter  have  volunteered  to  work  closely  with 
the  A.M.S.  executive  in  such  matters. 

At  the  present  time,  Queen’s  is  the  only  Canadian  university 
not  a  member  of  the  National  Federation  of  Canadian  University 

J 

Students.  In  previous  years  the  faculty  societies  bore  the  mem¬ 
bership  fee  of  6  cents  per  student  and  the  A.M.S.  paid  for  the 

conference  travel  pool  expenses.  In  1950  the  membership  fee  was 

raised  to  20  cents  per  student  and  the  travel  pool  abolished. 
Neither  the  faculty  societies  nor  the  A.M.S.  could  finance  the 
membership,  and  Queen’s  was  forced  to  withdraw  from  the  organ¬ 
ization.  An  attempt  was  made  to  solve  the  problem  by  making 

it  the  main  item  of  business  at  the  fall  meeting;  of  the  Student 

Congress.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  membership  was  desirable, 
but  that  ways  and  means  would  have  to  be  found  to  meet  the 
membership  dues. 

One  of  the  bright  features  of  the  year’s  financial  operations 
was  the  fact  that  Colour  Night  was  an  outstanding  success  and  a 
substantial  profit  was  realized.  This  function  had  had  a  heavy 
deficit  the  previous  year.  The  reversal  in  fortune  is  due  in 
large  measure  to  the  efficient  convenership  of  Tom  Draper,  with 
John  Morton  as  his  assistant  in  charge  of  expenditures. 

The  A.M.S.  almost  completed  the  second  consecutive  year 
without  having  to  call  a  session  of  the  Court,  but  towards  the  end 
of  the  term  this  body  found  it  necessary  to  sit  in  judgment  on 
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four  students  who  had  invaded  the  women’s  residences.  Chief 
Justice  Ken  Parkinson  and  his  Court  found  the  students  guilty, 
levied  a  substantial  fine,  and  made  certain  recommendations  to 
ensure  that  there  would  be  no  recurrence  of  this  offence.  The 
A.M.S.  executive  has  accepted  the  recommendations  gratefully 
and  will  take  steps  to  implement  them  next  fall. 

It  was  not  so  long  ago  that  first-year  students  were  sub¬ 
jected  to  all  sorts  of  indignities  by  senior  classmen  as  a  policy  of 
indoctrination.  Under  the  programme  that  has  developed  during 
the  past  few  years,  the  freshmen  are  welcomed  at  the  railway 
station  on  arrival,  shown  around  the  campus,  introduced  to  the 
members  of  staff,  and  generally  given  every  opportunity  to  become 
acclimated  in  as  short  a  time  as  possible.  This  year’s  programme 
included  several  dances,  a  pep  rally,  varied  entertainment,  a  tour 
of  Fort  Henry,  and  boat  tours  of  Kingston  harbour.  A  highly 
popular  innovation  was  a  picnic.  In  charge  of  the  excellent  ar¬ 
rangements  was  Joe  Labuda. 

As  a  service  to  the  students  the  executive  purchased  200 
gowns  from  the  members  of  Levana,  when  the  Levana  Society 
decided  to  abolish  gowns  as  compulsory  academic  dress.  These 
gowns  were  first  made  available  for  convocation  last  spring,  but 
the  value  of  this  service  became  more  apparent  in  the  1951 
Convocation.  The  gowns  were  paid  for  out  of  the  reserve  fund 
kept  for  the  society  by  the  University,  and  are  expected  to  be  a 
substantial  source  of  income  in  the  years  to  come. 

An  estimated  5,000  attended  the  Open  House  in  February, 
when  the  student  body  and  the  general  public  were  given  an 
opportunity  to  see  behind  the  scenes  of  the  University.  Two 
hundred  students  served  as  guides  and  another  three  hundred 
participated  as  demonstrators  of  the  various  exhibits.  Students 
were  in  complete  charge  of  the  project  and  planned  and  carried 
out  all  the  details.  The  convener  was  Bob  Blair. 

To  represent  the  Alma  Mater  Society  at  the  Students’  Fifth 
Centenary  Celebrations  of  the  University  of  Glasgow,  two  alumni 
now  studying  in  the  Old  Country  were  chosen:  E.  M.  Howarth, 
Rhodes  Scholar  at  Oxford,  and  Miss  Joan  Torgeson,  an  exchange 
scholar  at  St.  Andrews.  The  report  that  they  sent  back  to  the 
A.M.S.  was  a  model  of  its  kind. 


John  Fisher,  C.B.C.  commentator  and  radio  personality, 
accepted  the  invitation  to  deliver  the  A.M.S.  lecture.  He  spoke 
on  Canada  before  a  capacity  audience  in  Grant  Hall  on  March 
15,  and  his  address  was  an  outstanding  contribution  to  this  notable 
series. 

For  the  position  of  Rector,  the  only  representative  of  the 
students  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  A.M.S.  unanimously  chose 
Dr.  L.  W.  Brockington  for  another  three-year  term.  Dr.  Brocking- 
ton  was  first  appointed  to  this  position  in  1948.  Under  the  auspices 
of  the  Rector  six  films  were  shown  to  the  student  body  free  of 
charge  during  the  year. 

Honorary  President  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society  this  year  was 
Dr.  W.  F.  Connell,  who  has  long  been  a  friend  and  adviser  of  the 
students  of  Queen’s.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 


Alumni  Statistics 

There  are  now  13,177  living  graduates  of  the  University.  By 
faculties  these  are  as  follows:  Arts,  7,276;  Science,  3,581;  Medicine, 
1,858;  Commerce,  832;  Theology,  97 ft;  Nursing,  25;  Health  and 
Physical  Education,  5;  honorary,  171.  Of  these,  668  hold  degrees 
in  more  than  one  faculty.  The  number  of  deceased  graduates  is 
3,205. 

The  geographical  distribution  is  as  follows:  British  Columbia, 
435;  Alberta,  259;  Saskatchewan,  331;  Manitoba,  192;  Ontario, 
8,698;  Quebec,  1,174;  New  Brunswick,  108;  Nova  Scotia,  109; 
Prince  Edward  Island,  20;  Newfoundland,  28;  North  West  Terri¬ 
tories,  20;  United  States,  1,060;  other  countries,  293.  In  addition, 
there  are  440  for  whom  addresses  are  lacking  at  present. 

Branch  Activities 

Eighty-three  meetings  of  various  kinds  were  held  by  alumni 
and  groups.  These  included  dinners,  teas,  luncheons,  dances, 
smokers,  card  parties,  square  dances,  curling  meets,  picnics,  and 
variety  programmes.  J.  A.  Edmison,  director  of  endowment,  at¬ 
tended  a  large  number  of  these  meetings,  accompanied  in  many 
instances  by  the  alumni  secretary.

The  presentation 
was  made  at  a  dinner  meeting  in  the  Queens  Hotel  on  April  12. 

On  the  eve  of  his  retirement,  the  Principal  was  also  honoured 
by  the  Toronto  and  Ottawa  branches.  At  the  dinner  meeting  of 
the  Toronto  branch  held  in  the  King  Edward  Hotel  on  April  20, 
Principal  and  Mrs.  Wallace  were  presented  with  a  combination 
radio  and  record  player  before  a  gathering  of  three  hundred.  The 
same  number  were  in  attendance  for  the  Ottawa  gathering  in  the 
Chateau  Laurier  on  May  4,  at  which  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Wallace  were 
given  a  painting  by  Dr.  A.  Y.  Jackson. 

District  Offices 

An  interesting  development  of  the  past  year  has  been  the 
establishment  of  university  offices  in  Toronto  and  Ottawa.  The 
Toronto  office  is  located  at  340  Jarvis  Street,  and  has  been  in 
operation  since  April  1,  1950,  with  Mrs.  Margaret  MacDougall  as 
the  full-time  secretary.  The  Ottawa  office  is  at  165  Sparks  Street, 
and  was  set  up  on  April  1,  1951,  with  George  Perrin  as  secretary 
on  a  part-time  basis. 

These  offices  are  maintained  by  the  University’s  endowment 
office  as  part  of  the  organization  for  the  endowment  campaign, 
but  the  facilities  are  also  available  for  alumni  activities.  In  the 
twelve  months  that  the  Toronto  office  has  been  in  operation  it 
has  carried  on  an  amazing  amount  of  business,  such  as  collection 
of  dues,  sale  of  football  and  other  tickets,  organization  of  meetings, 
official  correspondence,  and,  in  general,  has  served  as  a  clearing¬ 
house  of  information  for  all  matters  of  interest  to  alumni.  It  is 
expected  that  the  Ottawa  office  will  prove  equally  valuable. 

Membership 

The  paid-up  membership  at  the  end  of  March,  1950,  was 
3,338,  a  new  high  mark  for  the  six-months’  period.  At  the  end 
of  the  last  fiscal  year,  September  30,  1950,  the  membership  was 
3,554,  a  new  record. 
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There  are  now  249  life  members.  Of  these,  eighteen  joined 
within  the  past  year.  In  addition,  there  are  twenty-two  who  are 
deceased.

The  Queens  Review 

The  usual  nine  issues  of  the  Review  were  published  during 
the  year,  the  circulation  being  maintained  at  5,000.  In  addition, 
the  May  issue  was  sent  to  all  the  1950  graduates. 

Coverage  was  given  to  campus  news,  new  developments, 
plans  for  the  future,  and  newsworthy  features  of  the  past  as  well 
as  to  personal  items  about  alumni,  benefactors,  and  friends.  Out¬ 
standing  news  stories  of  the  year  included  the  celebration  of  the 
golden  anniversary  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  the  bequest  of 
$100,000  from  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Winona  Near  Stewart  to 
establish  the  Stewart  Chair  of  Clinical  Psychiatry,  the  announce¬ 
ment  of  the  retirement  of  Principal  R.  C.  Wallace,  the  gift  of 
$300,000  to  the  Students’  Memorial  Union  by  Dr.  R.  S.  McLaugh¬ 
lin,  the  grant  of  $50,000  from  the  Atkinson  Charitable  Foundation 
to  establish  a  Chair  of  Pediatrics,  the  start  of  construction  of  two 
extensions  to  Ban  Righ  Hall,  the  erection  of  a  new  Technical 
Supplies  Building,  the  contribution  of  $167,577.53  in  1950  to  the 
Alumni  Maintenance  Fund,  the  formation  of  an  Advisory  Council 
for  Engineering,  and  the  death  of  Alfie  Pierce.

Five  retiring  members  were  returned  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
in  the  annual  election  which  closed  on  September  30.  There 
were  seventeen  nominees.  The  successful  candidates  were  C.  R. 
Buss,  Sc.  ’28,  Thorold;  Mrs.  W.  C.  Clark  (Margaret  Smith),  Arts 
’14,  Ottawa;  M.  N.  Hay,  Sc.  ’23,  Kingston;  Miss  Mary  L.Mac- 
donnell.  Arts  TO,  Kingston;  and  Dr.  Wallace  Troup,  Med.  ’24, 
Ottawa.  More  than  1,000  ballots  were  cast,  a  new  high  total. 

Meetings 

Directors’  meetings  were  held  on  May  20  and  October  6, 
and  meetings  of  the  executive  as  required.  The  annual  meeting 
of  the  association  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  university 
reception  on  October  6,  and  J.  A.  Edmison,  assistant  to  the  prin¬ 
cipal,  gave  a  report  on  the  endowment  campaign. 

Reunion  Programme 

Perfect  weather  greeted  the  hundreds  of  alumni  who  con¬ 
verged  on  the  campus  for  the  reunion-week-end.  In  fact,  the  only 
discordant  note  of  the  whole  proceedings  was  the  football  game 
in  which  Queen’s  came  out  on  the  small  end  of  the  score. 

Registration  headquarters  were  set  up  in  the  upper  common 
room  of  the  Students’  Memorial  Union.  In  addition  to  the  general 
organization,  several  of  the  classes  conducted  their  own  registration 
desks.  Guides  were  available  for  those  who  wanted  to  be  shown 
around  the  Union  and  the  other  buildings  of  the  campus. 

A  popular  feature  of  the  programme  was  the  reunion  dinner 
held  in  Wallace  Hall  on  Saturday  evening.  Under  the  chairman¬ 
ship  of  Rev.  A.  M.  Laverty,  university  chaplain,  the  affair  was 
run  off  smoothly.  Among  the  classes  represented  were  Arts  ’07, 
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10,  25,  and  40,  Science  07,  08,  10,  14,  ’27,  '29,  and  ’47,  and 
Med.  27  and  28.  The  alumni  luncheon  in  Wallace  Hall  at  Satur¬ 
day  noon  also  proved  to  be  highly  popular.  This  function  pro¬ 
vided  a  convenient  meeting  place. 

On  Friday  evening  many  of  the  graduates  attended  the 
university  reception  in  Grant  Hall.  The  alumni  football  dances 
in  Grant  Hall  and  the  Gymnasium  were  well  attended.  The 
programme  came  to  a  close  on  Sunday  with  a  service  conducted 
by  Rev.  A.  M.  Laverty. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  events,  several  classes  held  their 
own  dinners  and  other  meetings. 

Alma  Mater  Society 

The  alumni  secretary  continued  to  serve  as  secretary-treasurer 
of  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  thus  maintaining  close  contact  between 
the  alumni  office  and  student  government,  to  the  advantage  of 
both  organizations. 

Employment  Service 

The  demand  for  university  graduates  this  year  surpasses 
every  previous  year  in  the  historv  of  the  Employment  Service. 
By  the  middle  of  the  second  term  all  but  a  handful  of  the  final- 
year  class  had  been  placed,  but  the  flow  of  job  opportunities 
continued. 

In  previous  years  it  has  been  possible  to  schedule  visits  of 
company  personnel  representatives  in  such  a  way  as  to  avoid 
much  overlapping.  Such  procedure  was  not  possible  this  year, 
and  as  many  as  seven  companies  have  been  represented  on  the 
campus  at  one  time. 

Most  in  demand  are  engineers,  with  mechanical  and  civil 
engineers  heading  the  list.  Salaries  are  higher,  graduate  engineers 
obtaining  $240  to  $250  a  month  to  start;  Commerce  graduates, 
$225;  Arts  graduates,  $200  and  up. 

Summer  jobs  have  been  equally  plentiful,  with  the  result  that 
most  students  have  been  able  to  obtain  vacation  employment  in 
the  locality  of  their  choice.

With  the  interest  being  shown  by  many  women’s  clubs  and 
groups  in  a  movement  which  will  lead  to  a  greatly  enlarged  entry 
of  women  candidates  in  municipal  and  educational  fields,  we  are 
greatly  pleased  at  the  prominence  won  by  two  of  our  graduates 
at  the  polls  early  this  year.  Dr.  Charlotte  Whitton,  Arts  T7, 
LL.D.  ’41,  D.C.L.,  headed  the  polls  in  her  election  to  the  Ottawa 
Board  of  Control.  Dr.  Faustina  Kelly  Cook,  Arts  16,  became 
one  of  Sudbury’s  two  women  aldermen.

ENDOWMENT  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  REPORT 


It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Endowment  and  Public  Relations  Office  for  the  calendar  year 
ending  December  31,  1950. 

Public  Relations 

The  public  relations  activities  have  taken  numerous  manifest¬ 
ations.  Some  of  these  are:  addresses  to  service  clubs,  church 
groups  and  home  and  school  associations  throughout  Ontario  — 
luncheons  and  conducted  tours  for  groups  of  senior  high  school 
students  —  addresses  to  high  school  assemblies  and  commence¬ 
ments,  in  centres  from  Windsor  to  Kirkland  Lake  —  radio  talks  — 
many  social  meetings  of  one  kind  or  another  with  graduates  who 
have  suggestions  or  constructive  criticisms  to  make  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  The  office  has  concerned  itself  with  student  recruiting 
objectives.  Various  projects  are  now  under  way,  through  which 
it  is  hoped  there  will  be  a  closer  relationship  between  the 
University  and  the  many  Queen’s  graduates  who  are  in  the  teach¬ 
ing  profession.  The  latter  are  being  requested  to  increase  their 
efforts  in  guiding  promising  students  to  Queen's. 

Publicity 

Since  July  1st,  1950,  Mr.  David  Dewar,  B.A.,  B.S.W.,  has 
been  in  charge  of  university  publicity.  Throught  the  co-operation 
of  the  Kingston  Whig-Standard  and  the  Canadian  Press,  he  has 
done  much  to  give  prominence  to  Queen’s  events  and  person¬ 
alities.  Numerous  items  and  photographs  have  been  published 
in  home-town  papers  of  Queen’s  students  throughout  Canada. 
A  Queen’s  Quarter  Hour  every  Sunday  afternoon  over  Radio 
Station  CKWS  has  become  well  established.

Fund  Legends 

(a)  The  objective  of  the  Alumni  (Maintenance)  Fund  is  to  secure  un¬ 
restricted  gifts  to  be  used  for  the  current  expense  budget  of  Queen’s. 

The  fund  is  sponsored  by  the  Alumni  to  stimulate  the  interest  of 
the  Alumni  in  the  financial  support  of  the  University. 

(b)  The  objective  of  the  Endowment  Fund  is  to  secure  capital  gifts. 

Often  these  gifts  are  restrictive  in  that  the  donor  may  specify  that 

only  the  interest  from  them  and  not  the  principal  m,ay  be  used  for 
restricted  or  unrestricted  purposes.  Ordinarily,  these  gifts  originate 
from  donors  of  large  means,  or  from  bequests. 

(c)  The  objective  of  the  Scholarship  Fund  is  to  create  capital  amounts, 
the  interest  from  which  can  be  used  for  scholarships,  bursaries,  prizes 
and  student  loans. 

(d)  The  objective  of  the  fund  marked  ‘Other  Projects’  is  to  secure  gifts 
to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of  buildings  and  special  equipment, 
and  for  the  financing  of  research  projects. 

While  the  grand  total  is  approximately  the  same  as  in  1949, 
there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  gifts  to  Alumni  (Maintenance) 
of  about  $40,000.  This  fund  is  of  prime  importance  in  that  it 
allows  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  meet  pressing  immediate  needs. 
Intensive  work  is  indicated  to  reach  the  9,500  Queen’s  graduates 
who  either  did  not  honour  their  pledges  in  1950  or  who  have 
given  nothing  to  the  University  at  any  time.  It  is  considered 
that  this  annual  canvas  should  be  made  at  the  local  level,  under 
the  sponsorship  of  the  local  branch  of  the  General  Alumni  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Queen’s  University.  Special  endowment  committees 
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have  now  been  set  up,  under  these  auspices,  in  Toronto,  Montreal 
and  Ottawa,  and  negotiations  are  proceeding  satisfactorily  in 
many  other  Queen  s  centres.  Mr.  John  Chance,  B.A.,  is  closely 
associated  with  these  endowment  activities. 

During  the  closing  months  of  1950,  the  drive  for  funds  in  the 
United  States  got  underway,  under  the  direction  of  the  Friends 
of  Queen’s  Inc.  The  early  returns  are  encouraging,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  final  results  will  help  considerably  the  1951  total  of  the 
Alumni  (Maintenance)  Fund. 

The  Endowment  Office  endeavours  to  keep  in  special  contact 
with  graduates  and  others  who  may  donate  substantial  sums  for 
endowment  or  other  university  purposes.  Two  donors  in  this 
category  have  signified  their  intention  to  set  up  foundations  ap¬ 
proved  bv  the  Principal.  It  is  anticipated  that  these  donations 
will  be  received  before  1st  September,  1951. 

Additional  Grants  and  Gifts 

In  addition  to  the  money  benefactions  as  above  outlined, 
there  were,  in  1950,  a  considerable  number  of  most  welcome  gifts 
to  Queen’s,  such  as:  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  for  special 
research;  paintings  for  art  collection;  books,  manuscripts  and 
documents  for  Douglas  and  departmental  libraries;  and  prizes 
and  medals  for  student  competition.
